Libya air base hit by Egypt bomb 


CAIRO, Egypt (U P I) - Egypt Fri­ 
day bombed and destroyed Libya's 
Gamal Abdel Nasser air base, the for­ 
mer Tobruk air base, in the second 
day of warfare between the two North 
African neighbors. 
Libya charged Egyptian paratroops 
and armored columns also invaded 
behind the bombing raids. 
The attack occurred even as Egyp­ 
tian President Anwar Sadat warned

strongman 
Col. 
Moammar 
Khadafy, “ We will hit you.” 
An Egyptian spokesman said the 
base, situated about 80 miles west of 
the Libyan-Egyptian border, “ its in­ 
stallations and some warplanes sta­ 
tioned there, were destroyed.” 


“ All our planes returned safely,” he 
said. 


THE SPOKESMAN said the Egyp­ 


tian attack was in retaliation for three 
air raids launched by Libyan war­ 
planes against the Egyptian border 
town of Salum on the Mediterranean 
coast earlier Friday, in which three 
Egyptian soldiers were injured. 


The Libyan raiders had come from 
Gamal Abdel Nasser base, which the 
Egyptians call Al Adem base. 


“ Since the Libyan regime was con­ 


tinuing its aggressions, particularly 
by using its air force, in a manner 
which threatened the security of our 
forces and our soil, our air force at­ 
tacked the Al Adem air base, from 
which Libyan warplanes had launched 
their raids aainst us,” the spokesman 
said. 
It was the second day of heavy 
fighting between Egypt and Libya, 
who only four years ago planned to 


merge into an Arab federation. 
A U.N. representative said neither 
Egypt nor Libya had requested a Se­ 
curity Council meeting to deal with 
the fighting, which has continued for 
the past IO days. 
THE BASE, LOCATED just outside 
Tobruk, the former home of Libyan 
kings and the site of major battles 
during World War II, is just inland 
from the Mediterranean coast. 


The Friday attack followed a major 
day-long battle Thursday in which Eg­ 
yptian troops occupied the Libyan 
border town of Masa-ed for 24 hours, 
shot down two Libyan planes, de­ 
stroyed 40 tanks and captured 42 sol­ 
diers and “ saboteurs.” 


In his speech, Sadat called Khadafy 
a “ maniac” and a “ madman” and ex-

Four businessmen were found shot 
to death early Friday in an elevator 
of a Park Ridge office building in 
what police called a “ professional as­ 
sassination.” 


The victims, Joseph LaRose, 35, of 
1830 W. Thornhill Rd., Inverness; his 
brother-in-law, John Vische, 32, of 
17800 Wood Terrace Rd., Country Club 
Hills; 
Donald Marchbanks, 53, of 
12926 Greenwood, Blue Island; and 
Malcolm Russell, 36, of 515 W. Grant 
Ave , Chicago, were found in the ga­ 
rage elevator at 216 W. Higgins Rd. 


Det. Rocco Rinaldi of the Chicago 
Police 
Dept., 
called 
the 
murders 
“ methodical” and “ professional.” He 
said 25 or 30 shots, probably from a 
.22-caliber gun. were fired into the 
elevator at close range sometime af­ 
ter IO p.m. Thursday. 


MOST OF THE crime syndicate fig­ 
ures slain in Chicago in recent years 
have been killed with .22-caliber pis­ 
tols. 


“ The men may have been led into 
the elevator one by one and shot,” Ri­ 
naldi said. “ All were shot in the head, 
neck and chest. Four men wouldn't 
just stand there and be shot. It had 
to be persons they trusted,” he said. 


Rinaldi said the gunmen apparently 
were “ looking for something” because 
the right coat pockets of three of the 
men had been ripped open. 


Robbery was not a motive, he said, 
because the victims’ rings and wallets 
were not taken. “ They (the killers) 
apparently found what they were look­ 
ing for because they did not tear the 
pocket of the fourth victim,” Rinaldi 
said. 


Police theorize the men were shot 
as they left a meeting of U.S. Univer-

“ My wife and I have never seen 
them.” 


“ We occasionally refer to them as 
the mysterious LaRoses,” Wagner 
said. “ Most of us around here know 
quite a bit about each other, but we 
don't know much about the LaRoses.”

WHAT THE NEIGHBORS do know 
about the LaRoses is that they moved 
to Inverness in 1974 into a two-story 
house that bad been beautifully re­ 
paired after it had been damaged by 
lightning. 


The LaRoses moved to Inverness 
from Chicago, according to Eleanor 
Watson of Arthur T. McIntosh Co., the 
main developer of Inverness. 


“ They seemed like a very nice 
couple,” 
Mrs. 
Watson 
said. 
Tile 
couple had no children. 


One woman from another part of 
the village described herself as “ a 
very dear friend of theirs,” but re­ 
fused further comment after a visit to 
the LaRose heme Friday evening. 


The bodies were discovered at 7:56 
a.m. Friday by Jenny Lescek, an em­ 
ploye of U.S. Universal. She became 
hysterical and ran screaming to a ser­ 
vice station across the street and 
asked the owner, John Lukas, to call 
the police. 


Bruce L. Shershon, an employe of 
Mirro Aluminum 
Co., arrived 
for 
work in the same building and opened 
the elevator door. 


“ I pushed the elevator button and 
when the door opened I saw them,” 
Shershon said. “ It was unbelievable. I

Anderson says Logan’s the one

Leo Anderson Friday identified the 
man who allegedly killed his wife. 
Pointing his finger at Marion Logan 
seated across the courtroom, Ander­ 
son testified: 
“ He's the one. He's the one who shot 
and killed my wife.” 
The 52-year-old Buffalo Grove man 
spoke methodically in a hoarse voice, 
caused by scar tissue near his larynx, 
which was ripped open by one of his 
assailant’s bullets minutes before his 
wife, Phyllis, 51, was killed June 13, 


1976. 
DURING ANDERSON’S testimony, 
friends and relatives sat motionless 
with their eyes on him and holding 
hands. The courtroom was quiet. 
Logan rested his chin on his left 
hand while Anderson testified in Cook 
County Circuit Court. The 31-year-old 
ironworker is charged with killing 
Mrs. Anderson and with attempted 
murder and aggravated battery of An­ 
derson. 
One jury member cried as Anderson 
outlined with preciseness, details of 


the violence that occurred around his 
car the night of the killing. 
Anderson told the jury how he, hL 
wife and three of their six children sat 
in their car stalled near a rain-flooded 
viaduct on W. 69th Street near Har­ 
vard after being forced off the Dan 
Ryan Expressway by heavy rain. 
“ I lemember someone from another 
car saying something about windows 
being broken up ahead after we got 
off the expressway,” Anderson said. 
“ Then, all of a sudden we were sur­ 
rounded by several black youths and 
one was demanding $10. 
“ I REFU SED TO give him any 
money and I rolled up my window,” 
he said. “ Then I tried to turn around 


but the water was too high. 
“ Suddenly our car was surrounded 
again and rocks were breaking our 
windows. My wife told the kids to 
duck — that no one would get hurt. 
But in moments I saw this man shoot­ 
ing at us,” he said. 
Anderson was wounded in the neck 
and shoulder by two shots. 
“ My wife tried to help me but the 
gunman came within three feet of the 
car and started shooting at her,” An­ 
derson testified. 
Mrs. Anderson died when a bullet 
pierced her jaw and entered her skull. 
THE 
COURTROOM 
filled 
with 
voices after Anderson finished his tes­ 
timony. Anderson’s friends and family 


seemed relievea, as did State's Attor­ 
neys Thomas Callum and Harry Wil­ 
son. 
Defense attorney Irwin Frazin was 
less relaxed. 
Cross examining Mr. Anderson was 
probably the toughest task I've ever 
had in the courtroom,” Frazin told re­ 
porters afterward. “ I wanted to crawl 
under a table.” 
Anderson’s daughter. Elizabeth, 17, 
also testified Friday and identified Lo­ 
gan as the man who killed her moth­ 
er. 
The trial resumes at 10:30 a.m. to­ 
day in the Criminal Courts Building, 
26th Street and California Avenue, 
Chicago.

“ Maybe there’s something stirring 
down there,” he said. 


“ It is unusual, in general, for the 
court (of appeals) to order the plaint­ 
iffs to reply to a request for rehearing 
because normally such requests are 
declined,” Steve Kehoe, deputy clerk 
for the court of appeals, said.

education in U.S. schools has failed 
because courses concentrate on anato­ 
my and reproduction “ when what the 
kids really want to know about are 
human relationships,” a researcher 
said Friday. 


Sylvia S. Hacker based her con­ 
clusion on a doctoral thesis on the 
study increase in the number of un­ 
wanted pregnancies among teen-agers 
while the national birth rate declined 
in an age of “ sexual enlightenment.” 
She said, simply, that teen-agers were 
not among the enlightened. 


“ Sex education classes in this coun­ 
try are a failure,” said Miss Hacker, 
who operates University of Michigan’s 
health clinic. 


“ TH E CLASSES are dealing with 
anatomy and reproduction when what 
the kids really want to know about 
are human relationships.” 


Miss Hacker said typical concerns 
in her interviews with 38 sexually ex­ 
perienced young people aged 15 to 23 


were: “ What will she think if I try 
something?” and “ How far should I 
let him go?” 


She said youths who had tried sex, 
both with and without contraceptives, 
indicated a general desire to avoid 
pregnancy, but with varying degrees 
of self-consciousness al>out the use of 
contraceptives. 


“ If you carry one with you, it's like 
you’re asking for it,” she quoted one 
female subject. 


Others simply had inadequate infor­ 
mation, Miss Hacker said, and were 
judged less likely to practice birth 
control. 


“ SEX AND contraception are still 
relatively taboo subjects in our post- 
Puritanical culture,” she said. “ Even 
the most liberal parents tend to view 
sex as a private matter and the 
schools treat it as a dry academic 
subject. 
“ As a result, the kids turn to their 
peers, where an enormous amount of 
mythology is still being perpetrated. 


For example, some believe you can’t 
get pregnant ‘the first time.’ ” 
Miss Hacker said before the situ­ 
ation can be improved in the schools, 
the adult population at large must 
“ acknowledge sex as a legitimate nat­ 
ural function and learn to discuss it 
comfortably with young people.” 
Ony then, she said, can the schools 
properly perform their function — 
’help youngsters get in touch with 
their own feelings and values.”

WASHINGTON (U P I) - Americans 
in 1976 chewed their way through 
more chocolate bars, caramels, pea­ 
nut brittle, licorice and other types of 
candy than they have since 1968, a 
Commerce Dept, report said Friday. 
They did it, the report said, at a 
time when inflation had 
taken 
a 
serious toll on the 5-cent candy bar, 
soon expected to .join the nickel cigar 
and the 5-cent cup of coffee as a thing 
of the past. 
The report said 78 per cent of all 
candy bars now sold cost the con­ 
sumer between ll and 15 cents apiece. 
“ THE N IC K EL candy bar is an en­ 
dangered species,” the report said. 
Each man. woman and child ate an 
average of 16.7 pounds of candy last 
year, the first time per capita con­ 
sumption has gone up in eight years, 
the report said. 


Serpent saluted 
as town touts 


monster myth 


P E R R Y . N Y. (U P IJ - In 1855 a 
giant sea serpent poked its ugly head 
out of the waters of Silver Lake and 
scared six fishermen out of their hip 
boots. 
No matter that the whole thing 
turned out to be a big hoax tux) years 
later — the mighty Sea Serpent of Sil­ 
ver Lake is still very much alive in 
this tranquil community of about 4,600 
between Buffalo and Rochester. 
In fact, Perry has been honoring its 
mythical monster for the past 25 
years with an annual Silver Lake Sea 
Serpent Festival. This year’s shindig 
is slated for Ju ly 24-30. 
ACCORDING TO TOWN legend, the 
serpent was about 60 feet tall, IOO feet 
long, and has shiny, dark green skin 
with yellow spots, and flaming red 
eyes. It was sighted in the lake sev­ 
eral times that summer of 1855. 
“ We’re told that vast crowds 
of 
people would line up around the lake 
each night to wait for the serpent to 
appear,” festival official Rose Ando- 
lina said. 
Occasionally the serpent would rise 
IO feet out of the water, sending on­ 
lookers scurrying away in terror. 
Then, just as mysteriously, the ser­ 
pent stopped appearing. 
TWO Y EA R S later the townsfolk 
found out why when they picked 
through the burned out Walker’s Hotel 
and found the remains of the canvass 
monster, which had been rigged with 
a pumping system to make it rise in 
the water. 
“ The hotel owner, A. B. Walker, 
apparently dreamed up the monster 
as a way of drumming up some busi­ 
ness for his place,” Mrs. Andolina 
said. 
The serpent was forgotten until 
1952, when the local Jaycees decided 
to bring it back in a slightly smaller 
version made of papier mache and fi­ 
berglass. 
Every year since then, the new de­ 
mon has been the center of attention 
at the week-long celebration of side­ 
walk sales, talent shows and concerts. 
BUT THIS YEA R , theres a prob­ 
lem. 
Some rats got into the back room of 
Perry’s old, 
crumbling 
town 
hall 
where the monster is stored and ate 
him. 
“ There’s only the frame left,” Mrs. 
Andolina said. 
So for this year’s festival, they’ll 
use a small model of the demon. 
“ One of our townspeople has offered 
to rebuild him for next year’s festival, 
but it will cost $600,” Mrs. Andolina 
said. “ We’re also thinking of buying 
an inflatable serpent, so we’ll never 
have any more storage problems.

Illinois has assumed the title of 
America's candy kitchen by produc­ 
ing 27.7 per cent of the nation’s sup­ 
ply. Pennsylvania is second with 20.6 
per cent and the report said it soon 
may overtake Illinois. 
The industry, which employs 56,700 
persons, apparently has determined 
that it has its foot in the door for sell­ 
ing more candy and is trying to boost 
consumption back to its high of 1968. 


The industry is in the midst of a 
promotional campaign centered on a 
slogan that may increase business in 
dentist offices and produce frowns on 
the faces of mothers trying to protect 
their children’s teeth It reads: 
“ Candy is delicious food — enjoy 
some every day.”

HONG KONG (U P I) - The Chinese 
Communist Party Central Committee 
Friday restored twice-purged Teng 
Hsiao-ping to his No. 3 ranking and 
expelled “ once and for all” Mao Tse- 
tung’s widow and her colleagues in 
the “ Gang of Four” from the Commu­ 
nist party. 
The plenary session also ratified 
Hua Kuo-feng’s status as leader of the 
world's largest nation, declaring Com­ 
rade Hua is “ Chairman Mao's good 
student and successor and our good 
leader and supreme commander.” 
All the votes were unanimous, Ra­ 
dio Peking reported in a communique. 
ALL THE ACTIONS were expected, 
but they represented fulfillment of one 
of the greatest upheavals in the Chi­ 
nese Communist party’s 56-year his­ 
tory.

Woman, 94, recalls earlier floods 


JOHNSTOWN, Pa. (U P I) - Daise 
Heslop has been through three devas­ 
tating floods in her 94 years, but she 
says she still wouldn’t trade John­ 
stown for the world. 
“ I love Johnstown, I really love it,” 
said Mrs. Heslop, a survivor of the 
Johnstown floods of 1889, 1936 and 
now 1977. 
“ I wouldn't live any place else. I 
love the people here, the scenery, and 
the temperatures in the spring, sum­ 
mer, fall and winter. 
“ I don’t know how many more 
floods I ’m going to see,” she said. “ I 
hope to pass on before I see any more 
floods.” 
BORN MAY 6, 1883, Mrs. Heslop 
was six years old, the youngest of five 
daughters of Jobe and Eleanor Mor­ 
gan, when the Memorial Day flood of 
’89 struck. That deluge killed 2,209 
and was one of the worst disasters of 
the 19th Century. Her father and 
grandmother were among the victims. 
“ I guess I wass too young to be 
scared,” Mrs. Heslop recalled. “ My 
father called us over to the window to 


show us the water rising. He told all 
us kids to get on the third floor, but a 
log caught his arm and he drowned.” 
Mrs. Heslop said a man — “ don’t 
ask me who it was, I don’t remem­ 
ber” — carried her over rooftops to 
safety. Along the way she remembers 
seeing babies dropping from their 
mothers’ arms into the raging waters. 
After the St. Patrick’s Day flood of 
’36, in which 25 died, Mrs. Heslop was 
separated from her husband for a 
day. But she incurred neither injuries 
nor property damage. 


“ I was lucky that year,” she said. 
She said she was in the Moxham 
section of Johnstown at the time, 
serving on a jury. Her husband was in 
downtown Johnstown with their two 
sons, William, now 67, and Gale, now 
65. 


Mrs. Heslop was fortunate this 
time, too. The Allegheny Lutheran 
Home in suburban W’estmont, where 
Mrs. Heslop now resides, was spared. 
“ I know floods in and out,” she 
said.

JOHNSTOWN, Pa. (U P I) - The 
death toll in the worst flood to devas­ 
tate the Conemaugh River Valley 
since 1889 rose sharply Friday with 
discovery of more bodies in huge 
stacks of debris in the city’s Horners- 
town section. 


The bodies were removed from the 
debris near a plant owned by Cam­ 
bria Chair Inc. to push the unofficial 
death toll to at least 55, according to 
the 
Johnstown 
Tribune-Democrat. 
Fourteen of the victims were uniden­ 
tified. 


State police set the official death 
toll at 46. The daily newspaper said 
its death toll was pegged on an actual 
body count. 


MORE THAN IOO PERSONS were 
reported missing, including an esti­ 
mated 60 who were believed to have 
drowned when the Laurel Run Dam 
broke and sent a 12-foot wall of water 
thundering through the village of Tan- 
neryville in West Taylor Township. 


Sen. Richard Schweiker, R-Pa., who 
toured the area Friday, estimated 
maximum property damage at $250 
million, while Gov. Milton Shapp set 
damage at $200 million. 
Greg Schneiders, President Carter’s 
personal representative at the site, 
said the flooded region was “ a dis­ 
aster of major proportions.” He prom­ 
ised federal aid would be sped to the 
area to help the thousands of home­ 
less. 


SCHNEIDERS M ET with Shapp, 
Schweiker and state and local officials 
at the Johnstown airport high in the 
hills above the city to coordinate re­ 
lief assistance. 
“ The communities look like they 
w’ere bombed out,” Shapp said. 
After the meeting with federal offi­ 
cials, Schweiker said 150 homes were 
destroyed, 521 suffered major dam­ 
ages and 2,425 incurred minor dam­ 
age.

9 plead innocent 
to sales scheme 


Nine of the ll men accused of running a phony distributorship 
scheme from Des Plaines pleaded innocent Friday before U.S. 
District Judge Frank J. McCarr. The two remaining defendants 
are in California and will be arraigned before Judge McCarr upon 
their arrival in Chicago. The ll are accused of mail and wire 
fraud and conspiracy involving a million dollar business that of­ 
fered to sell exclusive distributorships of deodorant spray products 
and burglar alarms. They ran two firms. National Products Re­ 
search and Development Corp. and Market Research International 
Corp., from 2720 Des Plaines Ave., and 3158 N. River Rd., from 
1972 to 1974. 
The nine who were arraigned include Jack Lang, William Kraus, 
Walter Soots, Robert Doebler, Gerald Levin, Joseph Rosdal, Jo­ 
seph Schoettlin, Rick Corder and Ronald Nelson. Lang, Doebler 
and Nelson are from the Chicago area. The two remaining defend­ 
ants are Ralph Smith and Dennis Moore. McGarr set Sept. 28 for 
the next court hearing. 


Local man convicted iii robbery 


Two Chicago area men have been convicted in the armed rob­ 
bery of a Herrin tavern owner and his family last Dec. 3. Guilty 
verdicts were returned Thursday night in Marion against Ronald 
Wolf, 42, Harvey, and Frank Velillari, 38, Mount Prospect, by a 
Williamson County Circuit Court jury that deliberated a little over 
three hours. Judge WT. A. Lewis did not set a date for sentencing. 
The defense said it would file an appeal. 


IOU charged iii fencing operation 


Nearly IOO persons have been charged and about $250,000 in 
stolen goods recovered in an undercover investigation of home 
invasion, burglary and fencing operations in the Joliet area, Will 
County State's Atty. Edward Petka said Friday. The investigation 
centered in the “Try-City Insurance Salvage Store,” a storefront 
operation established by investigators in an industrial area of Jo­ 
liet. The store was equipped with one-way mirrors and video tap­ 
ing equipment, which was used to record persons who entered the 
establishment to sell stolen goods. Petka said 95 persons were 
implicated by fencing operations conducted by local authorities 
and agents of the U.S. Treasury Department’s Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearms. Forty-seven persons were named in 44 
indictments for crimes against property, he said. Arrest warrants 
were issued for 24 others, 17 juveniles were implicated and other 
suspects still are not being identified, he said. 


Thin pleads innocent to murder 


Everett Bowen pleaded innocent in Chicago Friday to charges of 
murder and arson in the deaths of his three children, even though 
he previously gave police a written statement admitting he set the 
blaze. Bowen’s children, Sherrie, 12, Julie 8, and Mark, 5, died in a 
fire in their uncle’s Northlake home. Their mother, Bowen’s es­ 
tranged wife, and another child escaped from the home. Bowen, 
34, who lives in an unincorporated area of Leyden Township, was 
separated from his wife June I. The fire occurred July 2.

Some 3,000 employes of the E. J. Brach and Sons Inc., a Chicago 
candy company, refused to cross picket lines at the factory Friday 
even though union members ratified a new contract. Union mem­ 
bers voted 1,256-914 Thursday to ratify the new contract, a union 
leader said. However, about IOO of the strikers marched in front of 
the plant late Thursday, chanting, “Workers united will never be 
defeated.” The marchers said they were angry union officials did 
not tell workers the results of the contract vote and instead told 
company officials who posted the results for the workers. About 20 
men picketed entrances to the plant Friday.

8 teens injured 
as trucks collide 


A semi-truck rammed the rear of a flatbed truck carrying 14 
teen-agers Friday, throwing the youths onto U.S. Rte. 51. Eight 
teen-agers were hospitalized, four in critical condition, authorities 
said. The accident occurred about a half mile north of El Paso. 
The youths were going to a corn detasseling job. Critically injured 
and taken to St. Francis Hospital in Peoria were Kathy McKay of 
Minonk and Brian Bauer and Todd Skoleck, both of El Paso. Tom 
Armstrong, El Paso, was listed in critical condition at St. Joseph’s 
Hospital in Bloomington. Three other youths at St. Joseph's were 
In fair condition and one was in good condition. Others were 
treated and released. 


Pernice*s racing license revoked 


The Illinois Racing Board Friday revoked the horse racing 
license of Du Page County land developer Salvatore A. Pernice, 
who pleaded guilty to pistol whipping a man last January. Per­ 
nice, 43, Addison, who owns four race horses, will be excluded 
from racing until January for actions judged detrimental to the 
conduct of racing, racing board secretary William Masterson said. 
Pernice’s attorney, Stephen P. Carponelli, said he would ask for a 
stay of the order before Cook County Circuit Court Judge Arthur 
Dunne. Pernice originally was charged with aggravated battery 
and intimidation for an attack on a lumber company employe in 
Addison, but he pleaded guilty to battery, a misdemeanor. Pernice 
also was involved in a shooting July 2 in Du Page County in which 
a horse racing associate, James Wondergem, 34, was killed. The 
shooting was in a trailer owned by Pernice at a construction site 
La Addison.

Former MU professor dies 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—Dr. Martin Diamond, a former political 
scientist at Northern Illinois University, DeKalb, died of an appar­ 
ent heart attack Friday in Washington. He was 57. Diamond, who 
had served in NIU’s political science department since 1971, was 
once named by Time magazine as one of the IO greatest teachers 
in the United States. He also made several appearances on nation­ 
al Public Television programs. Diamond was in the process of 
moving his family to Washington, D.C., where he had accepted an 
academic post at Georgetown University. He was scheduled to 
testify before a Senate committee Friday. A native of New York 
City, Diamond is survived by his widow, Ann, and four children.

misuse: report 


SPRINGFIELD (UPI) - A report 
issued by the state auditor general's 
office says the misuse of personnel 
and state cars by the Illinois Bureau 
of Investigation hampered efficient 
state drug enforcement in the mid- 
1970s. 
In a report released Thursday, Audi­ 
tor General Robert G. Cronson said 
the improper transfer of narcotics 
personnel from the Illinois Bureau of 
Investigation to the Office of Special 
Investigations cost drug control oper­ 
ations about $100,000 in salaries and 
loss of qualified personnel. The trans­ 
fers took place from June 1974 to 
January 1977, a spokesman for the 
auditor general said. 
The Office of Special Investigations 
wras started by former Gov. Daniel 
Walker to investigate corruption in 
the executive branch. 
CRONSON SAID poor coordination 
between the IBI and the state police 
aiso 
created 
problems. 
The 
two 
agencies sometimes did work on the 
same case, unaware of the other’s 
work, he said. The report said a “defi­ 
nite” lack of communication existed 
between the agencies. 
Cronson also said the IBI assigned 
unmarked investigative cars to nonen- 
f o r c e m e n t personnel with office 
duties, thus leading to a possible mis­ 
use of the autos. 
“We found no indication that the as­ 
signment of a vehicle was justified by 
the anticipation of field duties nor 
were there any reports to indicate 
that the vehicle usage was business 
related,” the report said. 
Cronson was directed by the legisla­ 
ture to conduct the audit, which was 
prepared as a special management 
audit of the law enforcement depart­ 
ment.

He joined the force 
in 1956 and promptly attracted public 
attention by capturing a sex offender 
between his police academy classes.

Residents call it “the pit” and say it 
has been nothing but problems for the 
past four years. 
First there was the standing water 
and weeds. That was partially cor­ 
rected when the pit was paved to 
eliminate the standing water. 
But now there is a new problem — 
drag racing. 
THE PIT IS the retention basin on 
the Frenchmen's Cove property in Ar­ 
lington Heights. The residents are 
Buffalo Grove homeowners on Stan­ 
ford Lane adjacent to the French­ 
men’s Cove development. 
That is still another problem. Be­ 
cause the retention basin is in Arling­ 
ton Heights, the Buffalo Grove home­ 
owners are fcreed to take their com­ 
plaints to Arlington Heights officials 
and they say they often get lost in a 
bureaucratic shuffle. 
“One officio says he talked to the 
other (from the other village), the 
other says he never heard from him, 
and nothing gets done,” said Cath­ 
erine Roderick, GOO .Stanford Ln Mrs. 
Roderick has spent the last four years 
trying to get the basin cleaned of 
weeds, 
stagnant 
water 
and 
mos­ 
quitoes 
But weeds still grow G feet 
tall 
around it and dirt still washes into it 
when it rains, she said. The only thing 
that developer Edward Schwartz has 
done is to pave the bottom of the ba­ 
sin to take care of the water problem 
and that has caused the latest prob­ 
lem. 
“WE WERE SITTING on our deck 
Saturday when I saw this ear zing 
into the basin, he drove all around it 
and then up and down the hills here,” 
Mrs. Roderick said. 
A neighbor called the Arlington 


Heights police, but they say there 
isn’t too much they can do to prevent 
the racing. 
“Unless you post a car up there 
there s no way I can assure a car 
can't get in there,” said Capt. Paul 
Buckholz, Arlington Heights deputy 
police chief. “This happens al other 
basins, too ” 
Mrs. Roderick said the answer is 
for Schwartz to build a fence around 
the basin, which is eventually sup­ 
posed to become tennis courts. 
BUT WHEN contacted by another 
Stanford resident, Schwartz said he 
didn’t know when or if he would put a 
fence up even after the courts are put 
in. 
“The only thing we can require him 
to do is cut the weeds,” said Ted 
Lindstrom, Arlington Heights superin­ 
tendent of construction.

Pitching machines 
can cause injuries 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Ail urgent warning about automatic 
baseball pitching machines which have accidentally gone off. caus­ 
ing two permanent and severe cases of brain damage and about 18 
other injuries, has been issued by the Consumer Product Safety 
Commission. It identified the brands, which were made from 1963 
to 1975, as “Blazer (Champ),” “Professional.” “Range,” “Pro- 
Trainer (Olympia),” and-or the “Dudley Automatic Pitching Ma­ 
chine.” The agency said Thursday it has told its staff to go to 
court to seek a recall of the approximately 5.000 machines manu­ 
factured by Commercial Mechanisms Inc., Spring Park. Minn., 
and Kansas City. Mo. They were distributed to schools, clubs and 
other athletic organizations. 
Porn filmmaker held in murders 
YUCCA VALLEY. Calif. (UPI) — A pornographic movie maker 
who hired young women models to appear in nude lesbian pictures 
but instead allegedly filmed them in the throes of being killed was 
held Friday in lieu of $250,000 bond. Fred B. Douglas, 54. was 
charged with attempted murder in the making of “snuff” photo­ 
graphic stills, so-called because they depict an actual snuffing out 
of a life. Authorities searched the desert near Yucca Valley. 20 
miles north of Palm Springs, Calif., for the bodies of two women 
whom an informant said had been killed, dismembered and buried 
after performing before Douglas’ cameras. Douglas, an uphol­ 
sterer from Costa Mesa, Calif., was arrested after tw’o police un­ 
dercover women agreed to act as “models.” They drove with him 
to Yucca Valley but he was seized before any harm could come to 
them. 
Lance called for more queries 
WASHINGTON (UPI) — A Senate committee Friday decided to 
call Budget Director Bert Lance for more questioning about his 
personal finances, especially a $3.4 million personal loan he got 
from a Chicago bank. The Governmental Affairs Committee also 
put off a decison on Lance's request to be released from his prom­ 
ise to sell his 190.000-plus shares of stock in the National Bank of 
Georgia by the end of the year to avoid a big financial loss. Lance 
was president of the Atlanta bank. The panel asked him to appear 
Monday to discuss a $200,000 non-interest-bearing deposit the 
Georgia bank made in the First National Bank cf Chicago last 
December, a month before Lance got a $3.4 million personal loan 
from the Chicago bank to finance his stock holdings. 
Lance said in a statement released by his office he was “pre­ 
pared to answer fully any questions” from the committee on Mon­ 
day at a IO a.m. meeting. 
“He again expressed his belief that the has l>een candid and open 
in discussing his financial situation and said he will contunue to 
follow this policy," the statement said. 
I .S. lo sell Israel ships, copters 
WASHINGTON (UPI) — The United States trill sell Israel $250 
million worth of helicopters, hydrofoil ships and ammunition, the 
State Dept, said Friday, but has not approved an Israeli request to 
co-produce F16 fighters. Spokesman John Trattner said, “As part 
of the continuing military supply relationship with Israel, the gov­ 
ernment of the United States has agreed to approve a number of 
items, including helicopters, hydrofoil ships and conventional am­ 
munition." “In addition,” Trattner said, “the United States has 
also decided to approve a request for $107 million in financial 
support to help Israel support the local production of the Chariot 
tank.” Trattner said the total increase in military sales was $250 
million. Congressional approval will not be required for the ar­ 
rangement, made during Israeli Prime Minister Menahem Begin's 
visit to Washington this week.

Sri Lanka’s lead 
party falls in vote 


COLOMBO, Sri Lanka (UPI) —■ The world s only woman head of 
government returned to parliament, but saw her socialist party 
collapse under a landslide of opposition to leftist politics in election 
results announced Friday. The Sri Lanka Broadcasting Corp. 
called the defeat of the government of Mrs. Sirimavo Band- 
aranaike “an unprecedented landslide victory.” Observers viewed 
the results of Thursday's national elections as a massive shift 
away from leftist politics. Socialists have dominated Sri Lankan 
politics since the mid 1960's. Mrs. Bandaranaike's Sri Lanka Free­ 
dom Party fell to a protest from an overwhelming majority of the 
6.5 million who cast votes. 
Gandhi charged with subversion 
NEW DELHI, India (UPI) — Parliament passed a resolution 
today charging former Prime Minister Indira Gandhi with sub­ 
verting democracy during her 21 months of emergency rule. The 
house passed the private resolution written by ruling Janata Party 
member Hari Vishnu Kamath by voice vote. It was preceded by 
heated debate from members of Mrs. Gandhi’s opposition Con­ 
gress party. The unofficial resolution charged Mrs. Gandhi and her 
“gang” with “subversion of democratic norms . . . during the dark 
days of tyranny and terror’’ following her declaration of a state of 
emergency. It marked the first time parliament has passed such a 
resolution rebuking a former prime minister. 


Greek tanker 
explodes; oil out 
in Mississippi 


CHALMETTE, La. 
(UPI)

A 
Greek tanker carrying more than 13.3 
million gallons of crude oil exploded 
and burned in the Mississippi River 
Friday. The Coast Guard said a small 
amount of the cargo spilled Into the 
waterway. 


“It looks like 400 to 500 gallons — 
nothing really major,” said Coast 
Guard spokesman Bob Baeton. He 
said containment booms were placed 
around the ship to prevent the oil 
from spreading. 
The explosion occurred in the en­ 
gine room of the 679-foot Dauntless 
Calcotronnis 
and 
sent 
crewmen 
scurrying overboard. Some swam to 
shore and others were rescued by 
boats. 
Waves of hot, black oil bubbled out 
of deck vents and dripped into the riv­ 
er, w’hich was closed for a nine-mile 
stretch below New Orleans. Spokes­ 
men initially feared a second ex­ 
plosion or a leak through the hull 
might allow all the cargo to pollute 
the river. 


THE ENGINE ROOM fire was put 
out and the situation declared under 
control at 3:45 p.m. IO hours after the 


blaze started. Small fires continued to 
bum in other sections of the ship, but 
Baeton said firefighters expected to 
have them out Friday night. 
Shipping also was expected to re­ 
sume Friday night. 
The ship was towed several miles 
down river by a Coast Guard cutter 
and a commercial tug. Then it was 
allowed to drift to an area w’here the 
riverfront is less populated. Baeton 
said it would be beached at the edge 
of the shipping channel so other ves­ 
sels could pass unimpeded. 
Baeton said barges may be brought 
alongside the vessel to unload its car­ 
go. 
The incident began three hours be­ 
fore President Carter arrived in Loui­ 
siana for an hour-long tour of an off­ 
shore oil drilling platform. Carter 
flew by helicopter to the rig, but 
apparently did not fly over the burn­ 
ing wreckage near a residential and 
industrial area. 
The fire started in an engine room 
of the Calcotronnis shortly before 
dawn and quickly spread out of con­ 
trol. Thirty-four crewmen abandoned 
ship and cither swam to shore or were 
plucked from the river by tugboats.

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Mom, J] kids killed, house burned 


PROSPECT, Conn. (UPI) — The 
bodies of a mother and eight children, 
some of them bound and gagged by a 
killer who set their home on fire, were 
found early Friday in the smouldering 
ruins of the house. 
“There's no question in my mind 
they were murdered, possibly before 
the fire,” said Edward P. Leonard, 
the state police commissioner. 
“All the bodies were burned exten­ 
sively." he said. “I believe it’s the 
largest multiple homicide in the his­ 
tory of the state. 


LEONARD SAID a numher of leads 
were being checked out, “ but no one’s 
in custody.” 
He said the bodies of Mrs. Cheryl 
Beaudoin, 29, 
her seven children, 
ranging in age from 4 to 12, and a 
cousin who was spending the night 
with the friendly, close-knit family 
were found throughout the six-room 
home south of Waterbury. 
The father. Fred Beaudoin, was at 
his factory job at the Pratt and Whit­ 
ney Co. aerospace plant in North 
Haven when the fire was reported at 
4:13 a.m. State police said he was no­ 
tified at 5:30 a.m. 
Leonard deemed to comment on 
unofficial reports Mrs. Beaudoin and 
some of the children were shot before 
the fire was set. Because of the condi­ 
tion of the bodies, police were unable 
to say whether they had been shot or 
how many had been bound and gag­ 
ged.

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Charismatics could be 3rd schism 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UPI) - The 
Charismatic movement could either 
revolutionize the church or lead to 
schism on the scale of the Protestant 
Reformation, 
two theologians said 
Friday. 
Charismatics, said the Rev. Michael 
Harper, an English Anglican and 
founder of the renewal group Foun­ 
tain Trust, “must organize . . . but 
not to become another church. That is 


the danger. 
“This could become the third Great 
Schism,” Harper said, like the split 
between Rome and Constantinople 800 
years ago that resulted in the forma­ 
tion of the Orthodox wing of Christian­ 
ity and the Protestant Reformation 


450 years ago. 
THE WARNINGS CAME during the 
third day of the unprecedented Con­ 
ference on Charismatic Renewal in 


the Christian Churches, which for the 
first time has brought together repre­ 
sentatives of the classical charismatic 
groups, Roman Catholic charismatics 
and mainline Protestants. 
While the theme of the meeting has 
been the drive toward unity among 
charismatics, Dr. Robert G. Tuttle 
Jr., said that deep revisions, especial­ 
ly around the issue of speaking in 
tongues, still remained. 


Episcopalian prayer book doin'* 


It's been almost a year since the tu­ 
multuous Minneapolis General Con­ 
vention of the Episcopal Church which 
saw the church turned inside out with 
the ordination of women and first ap­ 
proval of the Proposed Book of Com­ 
mon Prayer. 
The ordination of women to the 
priesthood issue was the headline 
grabber and still threatens the church 
with at least a minor schism. 
But for many Episcopalians, a far 
more wrenching and far more diffi­ 
cult issue was the revision and mod­ 
ernization of the 1928 Book of Com­ 
mon Prayer. 


AT THE TIME of the convention, 
there were dire predictions that the 
new- book would never take hold in the 
pews and, if finally approved, would 
result 
in widespread ecclesiastical 
disobedience as parishes across the 
country would refuse to give up the 
beloved 1928 book. 
But just the opposite seems to be 
happening. 
Since 
January, 
reports 
Seabury 
Press, publisher of the new book, one 
million copies have been sold and it 
has gone to press to print a second

edition of 150,000 pew copies of the 
book. 
Officials at Seabury say that the 
people seem “ready and eager” for 
the newf book and acceptance is grow­ 
ing as people become familiar with it. 
“It is the right book for our time,” 
according to tile Rev. Charles Price 
of Virginia Theological Seminary and 
a member of the church's Standing 
Liturgical Commission.

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sion of the Bible and the phrasing and 
rhythm of the book seem indelibly im­ 
printed on people’s tongues. 
But Price argues that the new book 
is comprehensive and ample, de­ 
signed so that “the Episcopal Church 
in all its diversity will be able to use 
it. 
“A given congregation may not like 
or use all the liturgical possibilities 
which this Book makes available.” he 
says, “But there is room in the Book 
for most existing Anglican customs..” 
SOME CONSERVATIVES, after ex­ 
perimenting with book, seem to agree. 
Tile Rev. Hugh D. McCandless, 
writing in the independent but in­ 
fluential Episcopal organ, “The living 
Church,’’ notes that “one can have 
the 1928 holy communion and morning 
prayer, pretty nearly unchanged, and 
with those changes not obvious, with­ 
out breaking a single rubric (liturgic­ 
al rules) . . . ” 
But much of the language is con­ 
temporary and not Elizabethan. 
The test of whether the new book's 
use of “the language of the people" 
will survive over time remains to be 
seen. 
But the first response seems to be 
positive and encouraging.

C l a s s i c a l pentacostalism, said 
Tuttle, an assistant professor at Full­ 
er Theological Seminary in Pasadena,

dence” of baptism by the Holy Spirit, 
a spiritual baptism that flows from 
the believers conversion to Christ. 
But the new charismatics, those 
found in the Roman Catholic and 
mainline Protestant churches since 
the outburst of tile movement in the 
1960s, do not necessarily believe that 
speaking in tongues is an essential 
sign of “Spirit baptism.” 
“As I understand the charismatic 
renewal, it cuts at the heart of classi­ 
cal Pentacostalism at all points,” 
Tuttle said. 


IIF] SAID LAST year he had trav­ 
eled more than 150,000 miles speaking 
in United Methodist Churches on the 
renewal movement and found “80 per 
cent of them split right down the 
middle . . . and almost always on the 
issue of tongues. 
“I'm not saying that the pentacos- 
tals are wrong and I am right,” he 
said. “I’m just saying that we dis­ 
agree. 
“But.” he added,” we can't both be 
right. Theologically, if you are a clas­ 
sical pentecostal you should not be a 
United Methodist. 
“Some new pentecostal have, al­ 
most by default, accepted a Pente­ 
costal line,” he said, “and that is 
where the problem is — they haven't 
had the training to interpret their gift 
in light of their traditions, so they’re 
bringing one theology and placing it 
on top of another, and what happens? 
You split the church.”

City needs police force 


The heartbreak suffered by 
the Gerald Schubring family in 
Prospect Heights can never be 
fully compensated. However, the 
case raises some serious issues 
that the city of Prospect Heights 
must deal with. 
A group of IO to 14-year-old 
youths 
broke 
into 
the 
Schu- 
brings* home over the July 4 
weekend while the family was 
on vacation. When they were fin­ 
ished 
with 
their 
“ mischief, ’ 
they left $20,000 worth of dam­ 
age to the house and its con­ 
tents. 
Such senseless violence is in­ 
explicable. A similar case oc­ 
curred this week in Hanover 
Park, where a 5. 9 and 12-vear- 
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old did $13,000 damage to 
a 
house. In both cases, it will be 
up to the courts to work with the 
children and their parents to try 
to eliminate the cause of such 
crimes. 
But the Schubring case also 
provides opportunity for 
Pros­ 
pect Heights officials to examine 
two issues: the need for a paren­ 
tal responsibility ordinance deal­ 
ing with vandalism and the pos­ 
sibility of creating a police force 
for the city. 
4'he proposed parent responsi­ 
bility ordinance, similar to Biose 
enacted by other area commu­ 
nities. has been in a city council 
committee for months. The ordi­ 
nance would hold parents finan­ 
cially responsible for damage 
caused by their children. 
Such an ordinance probably 
would have been little comfort to 
the Schubring case, principally' 
because the amount of their 
damages exceed the limits iii the 
ordinance. However, the over-all 
effect of such a law can help to 
discourage 
all 
sorts 
of van­ 
dalism by increasing parental 
supervision. 
The need for a police depart­ 
ment for Prospect Heights is a 
more complex issue. Since it in­ 
corporated last year, the city 
has contracted with the Cook 
County sheriff for protection. 


Under the contract, 
Prospect 
Heights has eight police officers 
assigned to it. One is on duty 
during the day and two at night 
in the city of 13.000. 
By contrast, Buffalo Grove, a 
village with 20,000 persons, has a 
police force three times as large 
— 25 officers. 
The present police situation in 
Prospect Heights means that po­ 
lice cannot handle more than 
one or two calls at a time. On 
busy nights, city residents have 
to wait. 
In addition, such a small force 
of officers cannot provide the 
same level of general surveil­ 
lance in the community as a 
larger force. And. while more 
police 
would 
not 
necessarily 
have meant the vandals in the 
Schubring case could have been 
caught in the act, watchful po­ 
lice can improve neighborhood 
security. 
Prospect Heights officials did 
not form a police department 
immediately when the city in­ 
corporated. wisely waiting for 
the city's first tax receipts and 
signs 
that 
such a 
step 
was 
needed. 
It is now time for Prospect 
Heights to look closely at the po­ 
lice 
question. 
Eventually 
the 
city must have its own force. 
Planning should begin now.

4Don I sell Palatine water 


Does the Village of Palatine have 
the right to sell water outside its vil­ 
lage limits after telling the residents 
of Palatine that there is a severe wa­ 
ter shortage? Well, that is what the 
Palatine Planning Commission did at 
the meeting Tuesday. A developer for 
Apple Tree Estates on Plum Grove 
Road (this lane is outside the village 
limits and cannot be annexed since 
they are not contiguous to the village) 
requested water for planned unit de­ 
velopment townhouses and got it! The 
village will bring the water mains, at 
our cost, up to illinois Road, from 
there the developer will bring it to his 
land. 


As a homeowner and 25 year resi­ 
dent of Palatine, I question this se­ 
riously. Why should we. the tax­ 
payers, pay tor installation of water 
mains to outsiders? If there is a water 
shortage in this town, why do our 
board members believe they can give 
our water away ? 


In a village letter. Mr. Harwig, our 
village manager, wrote at length what 
we, the citizens of this town, should do 
to conserve water and how to punish 
people by raising the water rates or 
other means as discussed at the June 
Village Board meeting. Does the Pal­ 
atine planning board believe that if 
we charge the same water rates to 
people out of the village that will in­ 
crease our water supply? Who are 
they kidding? Water will dwindle fas­ 
ter with the larger population. 


Trustee Payton made a statement 
that 27 units aren't going to put much 
strain on the village water supply.

The president of V enezuela has been 
enjoying a successful tour of the 
United States.

For example: The presi­ 
dent, Carlos Andres Perez, told the 
National Press Club that the Organi­ 
zation of Petroleum Exporting Coun­ 
tries, of which his nation is a member 
in good standing, “ is neither a cartel 
nor a monopoly . . . ”

seriously, one would have to suppose 
that those oily prices just go up in 
concert ‘cause of some crazy coinci­ 
dence. As tor those OPEC summits, 
where it is announced wrhat the world 
price of oil will be after a given date, 
why, those must be just Wednesday 
night church meetings. OPEC ain’t no 
cartel. And John D. Rockefeller’s 
Standard Oil Company was just a 
Mom-and-Pop filling station. Tell us 
another one.

W ll E It E I I* O N CARLOS will. 
OPEC. Perez explained, seeks only to 
give oil its “ real value.” the best eu­ 
phemism yet for whatever the market 
will bring without utterly destroying 
it. At the moment, the kings and 
sheiks of the oildoms seem separated 
from the presidents and premiers only 
over how' much they can gouge the 
industrialized world without its col­ 
lapsing — as opposed to its only 
plunging into another deep recession, 
as it did when the price of oil quin­ 
tupled earlier in the Seventies. 


By oil’s “ real value,” Perez must 
mean whatever an oihthirsty world 
can pay for it, without any reference 
to the few centavos it actually takes 
to bring the stuff out of the ground in 
a country that. like Saudi Arabia, 
seems to be floating only a few feet 
above vast pools of the stuff. 


Like some ether concepts of justice, 
the “just price” seems to have been 
relegated to medieval scholarship. 


Perez’s method of setting a “ real 
value” reminds one of the way some 
congressmen determine their own sal­ 
aries _ not by any claims of service 
rendered but by how much the tax­ 
payers can be forced to cough up 
without openly rebelling. As Perez il­ 
lustrates, it is a process not entirely 
confined to Norteamericanos. 


THE VENEZUELAN president kept 
’em laughing on his tour of the United 
State. In Chicago — which always has 
been a goad town for slapstick — the

visiting Venezuelan explained that the 
Panama Canal was “as much Pan 
amanian as the Mississippi River is 
American.” 


Weil, yes, in the sense that both 
were created by a greater power. But 
the similarities would seem to dwindle 
to a precious few* after that. The Pan­ 
ama Canal is about as Panamanian 
as Teddy Roosevelt, George Washing­ 
ton Goethals and William Crawford 
Gorgas. Not to mention Philippe Bun- 
au-Varilla, the magnificent wirepuller 
who put the whole deal together. He 
was French. The canal, like Panama 


itself, is largely a North American in­ 
vention. 
There would seem to be some dis­ 
proportion in the latest Panamanian 
demand that the United States pay 
more than $5 billion while relinquish­ 
ing rights of sovereignty over the can­ 
al. Usually the party handing over the 
item of value expects to collect, not 
pay. If anybody should be offered 
money in this deal, it ought to be the 
United States, lf the Panamanians 
were to start the bidding at $5 billion, 
and if Washington then accepted, there 
would be no doubt that sovereign 
American rights were now for sale. 
Instead, the Panamanians want the 
United States to hand over the canal 
and $5 billion. Maybe Carlos Andres 
Perez could explain it. 
Andy Young had better look to his 
laurels. The competition from down 
South America way is getting pretty 
stiff.

Has the United States seen the last 
of a newly developed

manned bomber? 
This was one implication being 
drawn from President Carter’s drop­ 
ping of the B-l. 
But a White House aide says there 
might well be another such bomber, 
to replace the B-52 when it reaches 
the very outer edges of its usefulness 
in the late 1980s. 
AND FROM THE Pentagon comes 
information this is possible, but, at 
this point, “ very iffy.” 
One Pentagon source, pointing out 
that the usual time involved between 
blueprint and deployment of a new 
bomber is about 
IO years, says, 
“ There's nothing on the drawing 
boards now, and no information as to 
whether there will be any research 
and development toward that end.” 
But another Pentagon source says 
an entirely new bomber could result 
from a “ spin-off” from the continuing 
research and development that is ex­ 
pected to go on for the B-l. 
TH REE B-Is had been produced 
(and a fourth was near completion) 
when Carter announced he would not 
go ahead with that type of bomber. 
However, these can be used to re­ 
search another completely new man­ 
ned bomber — “ the plane that would 
be so advanced that it would take us 
into the next century,” as a source 
describes it. 
“ But,” he adds, “ we don’t know 
how much in the way of appropria­ 
tions we are going to be able to get 
for further research on the B-l.” 
There is considerable support in 
Congress 
for 
continuing 
research 
aimed at developing a later manned 
bomber, or at least, for research that 
would put the U.S. in the position to

move toward such a plane if the need 
is discerned. 
“ SAY TH ERE IS a sudden and 
completely 
unexpected 
defensive 
breakthrough on the part of the So­ 
viets,” one Pentagon informant said. 
“ Perhaps it would be a breakthrough 
in anti-submarine warfare or some 
new very effective device that could 
blunt the effectiveness of our cruise 
weapon. Then we might well have to 
resurrect the manned bomber.”

circumstances,

Pentagon source indicated, the U.S. 
might decide to bring back the B-l 
instead of moving to a completely 
new plane. 
How long would that take? 


“ IF GOOD RESEARCH and devel­ 
opment of the B-l continues we might 
be in a position to have that plane 
ready for full use in five years. Other­ 
wise, it might take longer,” this 
source says. 
The White House encouragement for 
the idea that there might be another 
manned bomber — and that Carter 
has very much kept this option open 
— was given guardedly. 
But it seems to indicate speculation 
that the day of the manned bomber 
now was over is premature and, per­ 
haps, incorrect.

From the files of SBA, Chiles re­ 
viewed dozens of little horror stories 
of the term in which wealthy white 
businessmen used poor blacks as 
fronts to milk the program of millions 
of dollars. 
BUT MORE SHOCKING than any of 
the individual scandals was the atti­ 
tude of the SBA officials who admit­ 
ted that their own files had for years 
disclosed 
evidence 
of 
false 
and 
fraudulent representations of the fi­ 
nancial status and participation of the 
blacks who had no managerial respon­ 
sibilities and were frequently treated 
as janitors. 
The long overdue investigation by 
Chiles and his government opeations 
subcommittee 
of 
federal 
spending 
practices also was an indictment of 
the Senate and House Small Business 
committees, whose members had per­ 
mitted 
the 
corruption 
and 
mis­ 
management to fester and grow worse 
at least since 1971 and 1972.

The SBA’s minority assistance pro­ 
gram has grown from eight contracts 
valued at $10 million in 1968 to the 
present 2,800 contracts valued at $400 
million.

monies are provided to help establish 
the operation, and minority firms are 
given preferential treatment in bid­ 
ding for government contracts. 


WHEN

formed, the SBA was to guarantee 
them enough government business, 
through non-competitive, contract set- 
aside programs, to help them gain the 
expertise to later compete on a pro­ 
fessional basis with established firms. 
If any reasonable standards had 
been estabished for qualification as 
“ a disadvantaged minority citizen” 
the result might have been different, 
Chiles said. SBA officials tried to ex­ 
plain how a $36,000-a-year, college- 


educated White House staff member 
qualified in one SBA-approved proj­ 
ect. It was one of a dozen equally lu­ 
dicrous 
examples 
of 
SB A's 
“ dis­ 
advantaged.” 
Another man with five successful 
businesses in operation used the SBA 
minority program to push still anoth­ 
er business entity with the com­ 
petitive advantage that assured a gov­ 
ernment-subsidized success. 
Washington SBA officials blamed 
the situation on the regional officials 
who were given nearly absolute dis­ 
cretion in the approval or disapproval 
of applications under the minority 
business development program. 


WINFORD SMITH, director of the 
office of business development, and 
his deputy, William Stephens, pro­ 
tested that they could not order or di­ 
rect a regional SBA head to do any­ 
thing. 
Chiles asked if the administrator of 
the SBA was powerless to move 
against the regional heads, and Smith 
and Stephens acknowledged that’the

Dry wall may he answer to 
change 


A dry wall is not the answer to all 
problems where a wall is needed. 
Where slopes to be retained are steep 
and the soil is unstable a dry wall will 
not suffice and the services of an en­ 
gineer should be sought. Amateur at­ 
tempts to build a wall to retain a 
slope of this kind can end in ex­ 
penditure of money and effort without 
satisfactory results. 


But if you have an abrupt change in 
grade (up to 5 feet or so) on your 
property and the land on the upper 
level is gently sloping and stable, a 
dry wall could serve you very well. 
Dry walls are simple to construct, 
but they do take hard work and 
muscle. 


THOUGH YOU CAN build walls of 
this kind with stone or almost any' 
shape, flat, or relatively flat stones

like those shown, are the easiest to 
put in place. You can, of course, build 
a dry wall using cut stone, but this 
can be expensive unless you are able 
to obtain used sidewalk slabs. 


The top sketch shows a completed 
dry wall while the bottom one illus­ 
trates how stones are laid in a dry 
wall with the larger and heavier 
stones laid as a base and smaller ones 
in the upper part of the wall. After 
the bottom stones are put in place a 
drain line, usually 4 inch, consisting 
of open joint tile or bituminous per­ 
forated pipe is installed as shown. 
Topsoil, as shown, is built up as the 
wall goes up and is also used as filler 
between stones. This soil allows for an 
easy growth of plants in the crevices 
and pockets between the layers of 
stone. Notice that as each stone is 
placed it is set back from the face of 
the stone below it. This set-back in­ 
creases the stability of the wall. 


AFTER COMPLETING your wall 
there are many ways of planting it to 
make it attractive. Planting shrubs at 
the top of the wall so that their 
branches will trail over the wall is 
one way of doing it. Planting in the 
cracks and crevices is another and 
there are many plants that adapt well 
in such locations. 


Q. I planted a redbud tree last fall. 
This past spring 
had very few flow- 
ers. Why? 


A. Redbuds often do not flower well 
the first growing season after trans­ 
planting. Your tree should bloom w’ell 
next year.

After their children are grown and off on their 
Northwest suburban parents know exactly what they 
want.

Pests are worst in July, August 


Have you got “ animal maggotism” ? 
If four-legged, six-legged, eight-legged 
or 100-legged interlopers are strolling 
through your garden, congratulations, 
you’ve got it! 


Some of the garden creeps that 
hang around to eat your veggies dur­ 
ing Ju ly and August (the starring pest 
months in the garden calendar of 
events) are not only ugly and annoy­ 
ing: they are downright sneaky. Take 
the cutworm, for instance. (You can 
have it, I don’t want it!!) Cutworms 
are thieves in the night that bite off 
leaves at ground level just to be nas­ 
ty. They play Jack the Ripperoff with 
your tomatoes, cauliflowor, cabbage 
plants and others. Especially active 
all over the Midwest this year, these 
fat, repulsive-looking curled-up creat­ 
ures go one-quarter to one inch long 
in size. Look for dingy-gray, blackish 
worms with a flashlight at night to 
find this nocturnal feeder. 


TH ERE A RE several things you 
can do to rid your garden of cut­ 
worms. Rob your husband’s toolbox 
and “ plant” some good, hefty nails, 
one nail per plant, as close to the 
stem as you can. When the cutworm 
attacks the stem, he usually encircles 
it, and the nail prevents this. Or you 
might try sinking tin cans or card­ 
board collars two inches below and 
above the stems of the plants. If im­ 
practical due to a large-size garden,

you might have to resort to using in­ 
secticides.

Sevin is one 
of the less noxious pesticides, but be 
sure to keep in mind that all pesti­ 
cides can be harmful if misused. 
Read the label carefully and use only 
as directed. 


I “ LEN T” my mother-in-law my 
apple tree for a few years until I 
could give it a permanent home. 
When I went to visit it last week, it 
had coddling moths. No reason to 
coddle these moths. Get their larvae 
(apple worms) and nip them in the 
bud before they make junk apples out 
of your tree. 


The yearly toll of all bac yard- 
g r o w n a p p l e s to this brown- 
terpillar is 20 to 95 per cent, if left 
unsprayed. Try Dipel, a naturally-2oc-

Tack Trap, a sticky, colorless mate­ 
rial containing no toxic ingredients is 
effective against flying insects, espe­ 
cially white flies — those wedge- 
shaped insects that fly like snowflakes 
or dandruff when disturbed.

Behavior keyed as reason 
for women7s long lifespan 


by PATRICIA MCCORMACK 


Why do women live longer than men? 
Some scientists believe it’s in the genes. That is, 
the code of life present at birth sets men up for a 
shorter lifespan. It programs women for a longer 
one. 
But the evidence for this theory isn’t as strong as 
commonly has been believed, says Dr. Ingrid Wal­ 
dron, of Philadelphia, Pa. 
The associate professor of biology from the Uni­ 
versity of Pennsylvania sees lifestyle emerging as a 
key determinant of longevity. Genes matter. But be­ 
havior may matter at least as much, she figures. 
In a report published by the “Journal of Human 
Stress,” Dr. W’aldron puts scientific pieces into place 
supporting that view. 


THERE’S LOTS of evidence that men smoke more 
than women, and tend to drink harder, take more 
chances, are more aggressive than women. And 
those lifestyle factors may make the big difference 
in male versus female lifespans. 
“In the contemporary United States, mortality is 
60 per cent higher for males than for females,” Dr. 
Waldron says. “Forty per cent of the excess of male 
mortality is due to arteriosclerotic heart disease, 
which is more common among men, in part, because 
they smoke cigarets more than women do. Also be­ 
cause, apparently, they more often develop the com­ 
petitive, aggressive ‘Coronary Prone Behavior Pat­ 
tern.’ Men who don’t develop this behavior pattern 
may have as low a risk of coronary heart disease as 
comparable to women.” 
Dr. Waldron cites evidence showing one-third of 
the sex differential in mortality is due to men’s high­ 
er rates of suicide, fatal motor vehicle and other 
accidents, cirrhosis of the liver and respiratory can­ 
cers and emphysema. 
“Each of these causes of death is linked to behav­ 
iors which are encouraged or accepted more in 
males than in females: using guns, drinking alcohol, 
smoking, working at hazardous jobs, and seeming to 
be fearless,” she said. “Thus, the behaviors ex­ 
pected of males make a major contribution to their 
elevated mortality.” 
Some social scientists have a hunch that in a gen­ 
eration or two liberated American females, expected 
by society to be aggressive and competitive, may 
also have shortened lifespans. 


The facts on differences in mortality at present go 
like this: 
• In 1920, the life expectancy for women was 56, 
only two years longer than for men. Life was less 
hectic for everyone in that era — compared to con­ 
temporary times. People also were less sedentary 
and walked more. There was no television to plop in 
front of for hours. Cars were luxuries for the rich. 
• By 1970, women’s life expectancy was 75, almost 
eight years longer than men’s. Both women and men 
were more sedentary. Nearly everyone had wheels. 
• In 1920, male death rates were no more than 30 
per cent higher than female death rates at any age. 
By 1970, male death rates exceeded female death 
rates by as much as 180 per cent for 15 to 24 year 
olds and 110 per cent for 55 to 64 year olds. 
• Among young adults the excess of mortality for 
males is due primarily to accidents. At older ages, 
heart, blood vessel and kidney diseases make the 
largest contribution to higher mortality among men. 
Rising male mortality from these causes and from 
lung cancer has been a major component of the in­ 
crease in the sex differential in mortality. 
“These trends were due in part to the sizable in-

crease in cigaret smoking by men during the first 
third of the twentieth century.” Dr. Waldron said. 
“Another substantial component of the increase in 
the sex differential in mortality has been the decline 
in maternal mortality and uterine cancer due to im­ 
provements in medical care,” she said. “Such data 
suggests a wide variety of cultural factors, including 
automobile use, cigaret smoking and health care, 
contributes to the contemporary’ sex differential in 
mortality.” 
Dr. Waldron said international comparisons pro­ 
duce further proof of the importance of cultural fac­ 
tors. In many countries, for example, it has been 
found that female death rates at ages between one 
and 40 exceed those of males. 
“In some cases,” Dr. Waldron said, “The males 
outlive the females at older ages as well. Inter­ 
estingly, higher mortality among females has been 
observed most frequently in nonindustrial coun­ 
tries.” 


In America, a male's marital status also has 
something to do w ith how long he lives. 


“ T H E E X C E S S O F male mortality (over that of fe­ 
males) is lowest among married men,” Dr. Waldron 
said. “It is IO per cent higher among single and 
widowed adults. It is 50 per cent greater among di­ 
vorced adults. The excess of mortality for males 
who are not married is particularly large for causes 
like cirrhosis of the liver which are strongly in­ 
fluenced by behavior, and for diseases like tubercu­ 
losis in which health habits and care play an impor­ 
tant role.” 
Paid jobs and aggressive, competitive roles appar­ 
ently contribute importantly to the higher rates of 
coronary heart disease in American males, many 
studies show. 
Women, by contrast, have tended to have a great­ 
er orientation toward family and fill less competitive 
and more supportive roles. They haven't been un­ 
der the same kind of stress as the men who go to 
work. 


Several studies show that the risk of coronary 
heart disease is higher among men who have worked 
many hours overtime or who have held two jobs 
simultaneously. The Coronary Prone Behavior Pat­ 
tern is exhibited by persons who are work-oriented, 
ambitious, aggressive, competitive, hurried, im­ 
patient and preoccupied with deadlines. 


“ L A R G E P R O S P E C T I V E studies have shown that 
men who display this Coronary Prone Behavior Pat­ 
tern are twice as likely as other men to develop or 
die of coronary heart disease,” Dr. Waldron said. 
“Smaller retrospective studies, however, also have 
established that women who have coronary heart 
disease are more likely to display the Coronary 
Prone Behavior Pattern than other women.” 
She believes this shows that behavior patterns may 
make a larger contribution to risk of coronary 
heart disease than does the sex of the person. 
The Coronary Prone Behavior Pattern is called 
Type A. The opposite behavior is known as Type B. 
Dr. Waldron said it is striking to note that Type B 
men, those with a less competitive and less rushed 
lifestyle, are just as likely to avoid coronary heart 
disease as comparable women. At older ages, the 
Type A men and the Type A women had the same 
high prevalence of coronary heart disease. 
“The data suggests that men have more coronary 
heart disease than women in part because the Type 
A, Coronary Prone Behavior Pattern, is more preva­ 
lent among men,” Dr. Waldron said.

The doctor says 


Impotence may be 
a mental problem 


I am planning on getting married in the near future to my ex­ 
wife for the second time. Since our divorce five years ago we have 
had wonderful sex relations occasionally. About two months ago I 
became unable to have sex relations from the physical standpoint. 
I am only 38 years old and in good health. I drink a little more 
than average but not to the extent of being alcoholic. 
I don’t think this is a mental problem because of all the good sex 
relations in the past. I would like to know what reasons there are 
for this happening and what I can do about it if anything. I would 
like to cure this problem before getting remarried. 


The chances are that it is psychological. The fact that you had 
good sex relations in the past does not rule that out. I interpret 
from your letter that you have had persistent impotence. 
If it is a temporary failure on one or more occasions but not 
regular, then you might wonder if you had had too much to drink 
that time. As Shakespeare said, alcohol provokes the desire and 
takes away the ability. If it is persistent as you approach your 
marriage, I would suggest that you and your wife see a marriage 
counselor before the wedding. If you had a divorce, it must have 
been for a reason. There is usually some hostility associated with 
such procedures, or at the least, rejection. I wrould hazard a guess 
that at some level in your psyche these old problems are recurring 
and are the real problem. 
Of course, you should have a complete physical examination, 
including tests for diabetes, to be certain you do not have a medi­ 
cal disorder that can cause impotence. 
Whenever there is a basic emotional problem between two 
people it is often manifested in the bedroom as well. Your symp­ 
tom of impotence may be telling you something. 
To give you more information on impotence and the psy­ 
chological factors involved I am sending you The Health Letter 
number 3-12, Impotence. Others who want this issue can send 50 
cents for it with a long, stamped self-addressed envelope to P.O. 
Box 1551, Radio City Station, New York, N.Y. 10019. 
Incidentally, if you have normal erections at any other times for 
any reason you can be even more certain that the problem in your 
case is psychological. 


I am a 17-ycar-old male and wash my hair every night. I have 
heard from so may people that if I keep this up I will lose a lot of 
my hair at an early age. I use the milder baby shampoos. Will 
washing my hair every night (especially since I have pretty oily 
hair) be bad for it? 


Not nearly as bad as not removing that excess oil. The oil is 
sebum which is particularly irritating to the skin. It can cause a 
scaly condition known as seborrheic dermatitis. In uncontrolled 
cases it can cause lesions in the eyebrows, over the shoulders and 
even over the rest of the body. If you do have very oily hair, you 
are doing the right thing. You should use only one application of 
shampoo instead of tw*o as many products suggest.

Dear Roberta: Take advantage of the economical and delectable 
produce at a good pick-your-own orchard. The whole family can 
get into the act. Together we picked over 20 pounds of green beans 
in under 45 minutes the other day. Here’s how I blanch them for 
freezing: Wash, snip off the ends and then snap the beans. In a 
blancher bring water to a rolling boil. Insert the strainer filled 
one-quarter to one-third full of beans and cover. Begin timing 
when water returns to full boil and leave beans in for two minutes. 
Remove and immediately plunge them into ice water, leaving until 
cool or about five minutes. Drain thoroughly, pack loosely in plas­ 
tic bags, tie tightly and freeze. You’ll have “ fresh-pdcked” beans 
in the middle of winter. — Jan Dudas.

Joe McConnell, the new' radio voice 
of the Chicago Bears, has taken a lot 
of kidding as a first-week visitor to 
the team’s training camp in Lake 
Forest. 


McConnell drove to the practice 
field in a driving rain the first day of 
camp and when he returned to his 
car, he found a parking ticket. The 
joke 
was 
that 
Jack 
Brickhouse, 
McConnell’s predecessor, hadn t re­ 
ceived a parking ticket at 24 previous 
camps. 
The punchline was that Brickhouse 
had never shown up at a Bears train­ 
ing camp. 


“ IT MAKES ME feel bad that there 
are so many bad remarks made about 
t h e p r e v i o u s guy here,” said 
McConnell, who at 33 is a veteran of 
professional football and basketball 
broadcasting. “I wonder if some day, 
those same people will be making 
cracks about me.” 


McConnell will team up with color 
man Brad Palmer on the WBBM ra­ 
dio broadcasts of the Bears games 
this season. The pair replace Brick­ 
house and Irv Kupcinet, who had 
come under heavy criticism from the 
fans for their rah-rah style over the 
past few seasons. 


He promises to bring a new and 
energetic style to the radio booth this 
year but adds “that there’ll never be 
any doubt whose side I’m on.” He 
grew up 20 miles outside of Rensse­ 
laer, Ind., where the Bears conducted 
training camp for many years before 
moving to Lake Forest. 


“There’ll be no question who I’m 
for. I’ve never done network work, so 
I can be a fan. But many times, I’ll 
get excited for a great play by anoth­ 
er team ,” said McConnell, who comes 
to the Bears after six seasons as the 
Minnesota Vikings play-by-play man. 
“ I have to be objective, and I’ll never 
try to cover up. If the team is awful, 
that’s what I’ll say.” 


MCCONNELLS SALT and pepper 
hair makes him look older than his 
years but his vitality is obvious. He 
turned down higher pay in a counter 
offer, that would have kept him with 
the Vikings, to come to Chicago. Al­ 
though he readily admits he is at­ 
tracted by the many opportunities the 
Chicago market offers the 
broad­ 
caster, he also knows that the Bears 
are destined for bigger and better 
times. 


“I knew what Jim Finks (now 
Bears general manager) had done in 
Minnesota. The Bears are young and 
coming.” 


McConnell’s experience runs the ga­ 
mut from football and basketball to 
auto racing and golf. Before his six- 
year hitch in Minnesota, he broadcast 
the Denver Bronco games back in the 
d a y s 
of 
the 
American 
Football 
League. 


In addition to once doing Indiana 


State football and basketball games, 
McConnell was formerly the voice of 
the National Basketball Assn. Phoenix 
Suns and currently is the play-by-play 
voice of the NBA Indiana Pacers. 
He’s also broadcast golf and auto rac­ 
ing, including the Indianapolis 500 
time trials. 


HIS STYLE 
IS energetic. 
Some 
compare his on air performance to 
that of Jim Durham, the dynamic 
voice of the Chicago Bulls. 


McConnell is spending two or more 
weeks at the Bears camp, this sum­ 
mer to learn the players and coaches. 
Though he won’t be on the air, he and 
booth mate Palmer will be going 
through a practice broadcast run this 
Monday night when the Bears scrim­ 
mage at Soldier Field for the benefit 
of the Chicago Public League Athletic 
Fund. 


“I know we’ll have a few bugs the 
first few times out (on-the-air), but 
it’s like a new pair of shoes. They 


hurt the first time, but after two or 
three wearings, fit like a glove. 
“Actually, I enjoy being the new kid 
on the block. I figure everyone will 
listen just to see what I sound like.”

This year’s final fish stocking in Illi­ 
nois’ portion of Lake Michigan took 
place Thursday at the 95th St. boat 
ramp at Calumet Park in Chicago. 


Between 25,000 and 30,000 rainbow 
trout were put in the lake by Illinois 
Department of Conservation fishery 
biologist Harry Wight. The fish were 
being transported by tank truck from 
the federal hatchery in Genoa, Wis. 


The rainbow’s put over the 800,000 
mark the number of fish stocked this 
year, an amount w’ell below early 
plans for a record 1.2 million stocking 
but still the largest Lake Michigan 
stocking since the program began. 


OVER A MILLION fish were stock­ 
ed in 1974. Since then, supplies of fish 
from the federal government and oth­ 
er states have been harder to pur­ 
chase. 


Salmon 
Unlimited, 
the 
Chicago 
based sportfishing organization, con­ 
tributed 100,000 rainbow and 8,000 chi­ 
nook w^hich were purchased from a 
private hatcher}' in Peterson, Minn. 


As 
in 
recent 
years, 
the 
pre­ 
ponderance of fish stocked in Illinois 
waters were the large, deep running 
chinook, with 346,696 being released. 


Only 
102,742 coho salmon were 
stocked because of limited avail­ 
ability. Both the Department of Con- 
serv’ation and Salmon Unlimited were 
unable to buy any more than that 
number. 


NO BROWN TROUT were available 
from the federal government. Some 
166.000 lake trout and 171,660 rainbow 
trout had already been stocked in 
Lake Michigan this year. 


Wight said he would like to stock 
400.000 coho and 400,000 chinook next 
year with 200,000 each of the other 
trout species based upon his past sur­ 
veys of angler success. 


He said he doubts, however, that 
such an e.xtensive stocking could take 
place until the state acquired more 
sophisticated fish hatchery facilities 
of its own.

CHICAGO (LTD — Michigan cur­ 
rently is sweltering under a prolonged 
heat W’ave, but its Travel Information 
Canter here is selling ski w'eekends in 
Michigan to out-of-staters. Sanford 
Horowitz, manager of the Chicago of­ 
fice, said that as of July I, his office 
has coordinated movements of 18,500 
skiers for 1977-78 ski weeks or w'eek- 
ends in Michigan. The figure repre­ 
sents members of ski clubs and 
groups from the Chicago and greater 
Chicago area. The figure is still rising 
w’ith the ski season four or five 
months away. The Chicago office has 
processed over 300.000 Michigan vaca­ 
tion inquiries in less than four years. 
A second regional office is located in

enemies might read something like 
this; rain, wind, mosquitoes and the 
end of July. 
Summer’s dog days are like drop­ 
ping a tranauilizer into the favorite 
fishing hole. When the water warms 
into the high 60s and 70-degree marks, 
fish, like humans, become sluggish 
and inactive. Succulent nightcrawlers 
appear as vegetables on a kid’s plate. 
Presentation of a lure or bait takes 
on added significant. Attracting a 
fish’s attention is incidental to in­ 
timidating it into striking. 
Live bait is usually superior over 
artificials, although wobbly, darting 
and menacing-action plugs such as 
flatfish and jointed Rapa las anger fish 
into nitting.

action of the jig, a change of retrieve 
will either lull a fish to sleep or in­ 
timidate it in^o attaching. 


H ERE ARE SOME suggestions to 
foUow’ while jigging for panfish during 
the end of Ju ly’s dog days: 
• Use monofilament line as light as 
conditions permit. The smaller the 
jig, the lighter the line as heavy lino 
will inhibit the action of a small jig. 
• Tie the jig directly to the line, 
avoiding leaders, snaps, swivels and 
sinkers. If more w’eight is needed to 
cast into the wind or to compensate 
for boat size, use a heavier leadhead. 
• Tip jigs with small minnows, 
pieces of worm or pork rind that will 
add scent to the jig. 
Any irregular movements by the 
red tip should be met with a sharp, 
crisp snap to set the hook into the 
fish's jaw.

SAN FRANCISCO — The Pittsburgh Steelers and their coach, 
Chuck Noll, were cleared by a jury Friday of slander charges 
brought by Oakland Raiders defensive back George Atkinson.

I'm glad ifs through/’ Don Mason, one of 
Atkinson’s lawyers, refused comment. 


Merger pact gels in way of Nets move 


NEW YORK—New York Knicks President Michael Burke testi­ 
fied Friday that the New York Nets are barred from moving from 
Long Island to New Jersey under the terms of the NBA-ABA 
merger agreement signed with his basketball club in 1976. 


Burke's testimony came in the first day of a non-jury trial be­ 
fore Judge Robert L. Carter in U.S. District Court in Manhattan. 


While Burke was testifying in New York, the state of New Jer­ 
sey filed suit in Newark against the Nets and Knicks to invalidate 
the agreement between the two teams. 


At the same time, the owners of the Nets filed a petition for 
removal of a show-cause order signed in Nassau County Supreme 
Court Thursday. Friday's removal petition transfers all litigation 
to the federal jurisdiction of Judge George C. Pratt in the West­ 
bury branch of federal court.

THAT VICTORY ALLOWED the Ar­ 
lington team to move forward, some­ 
thing it kept doing until the final 
game of the national tournament.

Then, during last winter, Arlington 
coach Lloyd Meyer discovered just 
how important his team’s season had 
been for the Ninth District. 
“Many people called me and asked 
how they could get something going in 
their area,” Meyer said. “I definitely 
think our finish had something to do 
with Schaumburg and Rolling Mead­ 
ows coming in.” 


C o a c h e s Tony Stompanato of 
Schaumburg and El Berg of Rolling 
Meadows did a good job of fitting 
right into the district schedule. Even 
though both teams were eliminated in 
tournament play this week, they were 
competitive with the more established 
outfits they faced. 


THEIR MAIN PROBLEM, one that 
faces most first-year operations, was 
inconsistency. But, according to Mey­ 
er, both were capable of winning the 
Ninth District title. 
“I think these teams did pretty well 
for the first year,” Meyer said. “But 
of course they always came out to 
play harder for us than for anyone 
else. I could tell this because when we 
would take fielding practice before a 
game early in the season, everyone 
would just sit and watch us.” 
But this time of the summer seems 
always to be reserved for Meyer- 
coached teams. It is a time when he 
has his players finely tuned, past the 
fundamentals and into the stage of in­ 
st met baseball.

“Legion ball is stronger all over 
than it was a few years ago,” Meyer 
said.

In 1965, Arlington finished fifth in 
national competition, good enough for 
some sort of local reaction.

“AT THAT TIME, Legion ball wa3 
pretty strong,” Meyer said.

A K E T H E R E ? 


A vitamin is a complex substance that 
is essential to die human body for growth 
and health. AH of the functions of the 
vitamins are not completely known, but 
we do know they seem to have specific 
uses that one cannot be replaced for 
another. Lack of one vitamin in an other­ 
wise complete diet can result in a 
deficiency disease, such as rickets or 
scurvy. 
At the present time scientists say we 
may soon be adding more vitamins to 
the list of about 25 we can currently 
identify. 
There are two general classes: fat- 
soluble vitamins which include A, D, K 
and K and the water-soluble group which 
include C and the B-complex vitamins. 
Vitamin A was the first fat-soluble 
vitamin discovered. It helps maintain 
skin, eyes, urinary tract and the linings 
of the nervous, respiratory and digestive 
systems. It is needed for the normal 
growth of bones and teeth. We obtain 
vitamin A in sweet potatoes, milk, liver, 
eggs, butter, green and yellow vege­ 
tables. 
Vitamin B-complex is about 15 water­ 
soluble vitamins which at first were be­ 
lieved to be only one. B-l. called thiamine 
(found in meat, whole-grain cereals, 
nuts, soybeans, peas, potatoes and most 
vegetables) is needed to help the heart 
and nervous system function properly. 
B-2, called riboflavin ‘found in milk, 
cheese, liver, fish and poultry) is needed 
to help body cells use oxygen, to pro­ 
mote tissue repair and to maintain 
healthy skin. 
Vitamin C, called ascorbic acid. is 
essential for sound bones and teeth and 
is also needed for tissue metabolism 
and wound healing. It can be found in 
citrus fruits, tomatoes, raw cabbage, 
potatoes, strawberries and cantaloupe* 
Vitamin D is a group of about IO fat- 
soluble vitamins that are essential for 
calcium and phosphorus metabolism. 
I se of the vitamin also prevents rickets. 
We obtain it in fish liver oils, fortified 
milk, eggs, tuna, salmon and sunlight. 
Vitam in K (found in whole grain ce­ 
reals. lettuce and vegetable oils* helps 
maintain heart and skeletal muscles 
while vitamin K (found in leafy vege­ 
tables and made by intestinal bacteria) 
is needed for normal blood clotting. 
One of the earliest men in history to 
realize the harm of vitamin deficiency 
was Kanehiro Takaki, surgeon general 
of the Japanese Navy, who in 1882 was 
able to greatly reduce the number of 
beriberi cases on ships crews by adding 
meat and vegetables to their rice diets.

In cities, automobiles and manufac­ 
turing sends tons of smoke into the air 
causing blackened buildings, corroded 
metals and damaged vegetables.

NEW YORK (UPI) - For a me­ 
morial service there was a lot of 
laughing, but doubtless that’s the way 
Vladimir 
Vladimirovitch 
Nabokov, 
writer and butterfly hunter, would 
have wanted it. 
He was, in the words of one of his 
eulogists, ‘ perky, mocking and mis­ 
chievous.” 
A couple of hundred persons Eng­ 
lish literature students in jeans and 
pony tails, bearded writers and bes­ 
pectacled editors, little old Russian 
ladies in red spotted dresses and 
straw boaters — gathered Thursday 
in the auditorium of the McGraw-Hill 
Building and celebrated the genius of 
the late author of ‘ Lolita,” “Pale 
Fire” and dozens of other novels, 
plays and short stories. 
THEY RECALLED how Nabokov 
was bom in 1899 in what was then St. 
Petersburg but fled the Bolshevik 
Revolution to Berlin, where he began 
his literary career. 
As the Nazis swept through Europe, 
he traveled with his Jewish wife Vera 
to the United States and became an 
American citizen in 1940. 
He was heaped with awards and 
hailed by many as the greatest w rite r 


in America long before his death July 
4. 
The praise that flowed from the 
rose-red dais, decorated with two doz­ 
en white chrysanthemums, tended to 
the extravagant, as eulogies usually 
are. Nabokov was “extraordinary,” 
’ unique,” “wildly, arrogantly talent­ 
ed,” “a gentleman, aesthete, me­ 
taphysician and wit,” a writer of “ec­ 
static prose,” an “entire and original 
species.” 
BUT IT WAS HIS humanity, his hu­ 
mor that kept coming to the surface. 
He was a tennis coach, a compiler 
of crossword puzzles, a political skep­ 
tic. He wrote some of his greatest 
prose in the bathroom. 
And he knew a lot about butterflies. 
Alfred Appel Jr. recalled how Nabo­ 
kov twitted him about the catching of 
a moth and Julian L. Moynahan said: 
“He made me laugh hard.” 
DMITRY NABOKOV, who helped 
translate much of his father's work, 
said the author died with his thoughts 
turning to butterflies. 
“He named a species that was prob­ 
ably on the wing, and his eyes told me 
he knew he would never go in quest of 
it.

trick for birds, pilots only 


OPELOUSAS. La. (UPI) - Retired 
aircraft engineer Joe Iannone flies 
kites, but they’re not your standard 
dime store variety. Some of Iannone's 
kites fly as high as 23.000 feet. 


Iannone, 65, an engineer for the 
Hughes Aircraft Corp. who worked on 
missiles and satellites before retiring 
to his wife’s home state six years ago, 
claims the world’s record for the most 
number of kites sent aloft on the same 
string: 26. 
“I could put up 40 if I have favor­ 
able winds,” he said. “I d have to de­ 
velop machinery, like a winch, to get 
any more than 50. But it’s not impos­ 
sible, it can be done.” 


THE 
SHOWPIECE 
OF Iannone’s 
collection is a homemade giant, seven 
feet wide and 45 feet long, including 
the tail. He has flown it as high as 
23,000 feet, with 25 small auxiliary 
kites along its string to keep the cord 
from dragging it down. 
“When it opens up, it really looks 
like a big dragon in the sky,” he said.

“I've been thinking about painting it 
like a dragon.” 
It takes binoculars to see the kite 
when it gets above 15,OOO feet. Some­ 
times it rises above clouds at lower 
levels. 
Iannone's big kite is made of black 
a n d 
brown 
plastic 
trash 
bags, 
stretched across weed stalks and rib- 
lied with string for extra strength. He 
selected those materials because they 
are lightweight but strong. 
THE STRING attached to the kite 
weighs more than 40 pounds and is 
anchored to Iannone’s fence so a sud­ 
den gust of wind won’t pull him off 
the ground. 
It takes at least a 10-mile-per-hour 
wind to lift the kite, but Iannone pre­ 
fers a wind between 12 and 15 miles 
an hour. 
“The trick of flying kites is flying 
them over your head.” he said. “I 
have developed wings that make the 
kite fly right over my head instead of 
flying out at an angle where it takes 
so much property.”

Bethlehem Steel 
slates price hikes 


The Bethlehem Steel Corp. Friday announced it will boost 
prices by roughly 6 per cent on structural shape products and 
about 7 per cent on tin mills products, effective Sept. 4 The 
pricing action by Bethlehem came one day after U.S. Steel Corp., 
the No. 
I steelm aker, announced sim ilar increases. Charles 
Schultze, chairman of the Council of Economic Advisers, told a 
news conference Thursday the U.S. Steel price move was “ incon­ 
sistent . . . with the task of fighting inflation.” U.S. Steel said its 
price hikes, scheduled to take effect Sept. 14, would help pay for 
labor costs under a new wage agreement, effective Aug. I. 


4 firms indicted in price fixing 


A federal grand jury Friday indicted four corporations and two 
individuals on charges they conspired to fix prices for paint resins. 
Atty. Gen. Griffin Bell said the indictment and a companion civil 
suit were filed in U.S. District Court in Louisville. Corporations 
named were Ashland Oil Inc., of Ashland, Kv.; Cargill Inc., of 
Minneapolis; Reichhold Chemicals Inc., of White Plains, N.Y.; 
and Reliance Universal Inc., of Louisville, Ky. Individuals named 
were Arthur H. Klobe, vice president and general m anager of 
Cargill's Chemical Products Division, and Lyle J. Rockenbach, 
vice president of Reichhold. 


House OKs sugar price boost 


The House Friday approved a plan to raise sugar m arket prices 
about 4 cents a pound, a move which critics said could boost sugar 
costs by nearly $1 billion a year for consumers, soft drink m akers 
and food processors. The House vote went against administration 
officials who want to help hard-pressed sugar growers by a direct 
subsidy system which would not raise consumer prices but could 
cost up to $500 million a year in taxpayer funds. Officials said they 
would seek defeat of the House plan in a Senate-House conference. 


Toyota hikes ‘77 cai* prices 


Toyota Motors Friday announced it has increased the prices of 
its 1977 model cars and trucks an average $153 — the third price 
jum p in the model year because of the declining value of the U.S. 
dollar against the Japanese yen. Nissan Inc., im porters of Datsun 
cars and trucks, indicated it would have a new pricing announce­ 
ment next week to complete a round of price hikes begun earlier 
this month when Honda boosted its sticker prices an average $148. 
In Japan, auto m anufacturers hinted at further increases because 
of changes in the change rate between the dollar and the yen 
which has increased more than 9 per cent since the start of 1977. 
The latest Toyota increase, averaging 3.8 per cent, ranged from 
$110 on the lowest-priced model, the two-door Corolla, to $200 on 
the Celica GT liftback. Toyota said the new prices were effective 
immediately although cars already in dealer stock are not affect­ 
ed. 


Inland Steel cuts back operations 


Inland Steel Co. Friday said it was cutting back operations in 
preparation for a possible strike next month by the largest local in 
the United Steelworkers Union. Inland laid off 140 workers at its 
No. 3 open hearth furnace. It planned other cutbacks elsewhere in 
its huge East Chicago Ind , mill the next few days. 


GAF ends camera, cive operations 


GAF Corp. Friday announced it will discontinue its consumer 
cam era and photo business and plans to sell its dye and pigment 
business. The decision resulted in an imm ediate wTitedown of $54 
million after taxes and produced a loss of $49.5 million in the 
second quarter. It also will affect 3,600 employees in Binghamton, 
N.Y., New York City, Portland, Ore., Rensselaer, N.Y., and sev­ 
eral other locations. Chairman Jesse W erner said GAF will contin­ 
ue in the industrial photography and photo reproduction business 
and in the future will concentrate its operations in chemicals, 
building m aterials and these industrial photo operations. 


Cosmetics set aerosol extension 


The Food and Drug Administration Friday gave the cosmetics 
industry permission to sell some of its aerosol products through 
the coming Christm as season without applying labels warning of 
the dangers of fluorocarbon gases. The agency said it was grant­ 
ing an exemption to the industry because certain perfumes and 
other products already are packaged and it would cost too much if 
m anufacturers have to relabel them. The FDA has ordered all 
aerosol products under its jurisdiction, the bulk of such products 
on the m arket, to carry warning labels as of Oct. 31.

Shortage of carpenters, materials 
threatens delay in home building 


by DAVE I BATA 


A shortage of carpenters, appli­ 
ances and building m aterials has hit 
the Chicago housing m arket, threat­ 
ening delays ir completion of new s 
single-family homes and a $40-million 
loss to builders. 
“ It's a pretty severe problem,” said 
William Kennedy, president of the 
Home Builders Assn. of G reater Chi­ 
cago. “ It's just creating all kinds of 
havoc in the industry right now.” 


The most severe shortage lies in the 
supply of insulation, according to area 
builders. Coupled with this is a dearth 
of carpenters in the Chicago area, ac­ 
cording to contractors and developers. 


CONSTRUCTION 
DELAYS 
have 
lasted from two weeks to four months, 
Kennedy said. He estim ated the de­ 
lays could cost the building industry 
$40 million by the end of the year. 
It is unlikely, however, the casts 
will be passed on to home buyers, he 
said. 
“From the home buyer’s stand­ 
point, the w’orst that can happen is 
that he or she should be prepared to 
w’ait from 30 to 45 days beyond the 
delivery date the builder estim ated,” 
Kennedy said. 
Dick Kobylski, sales m anager for 
Levitt Residential Communities Inc., 
said his firm has 750 homes under 
construction in the suburbs, including 
houses in Schaumburg and Buffalo 
Grove. 
He said Levitt, like most builders, 
began building in March, with deliv­ 
ery dates starting in August and end­ 
ing in December. 


KOBYLSKI SAID Levitt recently 
sent letters to home buyers advising 
them of construction delays. He said 
Levitt w?ould not pass the extra costs 
of delays on to buyers. 
“We'll never go back to the custom­ 
er and hit him for more money after 
we've signed the contract,” Kobylski 
said. 
He said the extra costs would be 
negotiated between contractors and 
developers. 
Kennedy said the industry is 20 per 
cent short of the carpenters it needs 
in the Chicago area. 
Kobylski said. “ Wherever there is 
a construction site, there’s a sign up, 
‘Carpenters wanted.’ ” 


The shortage of insulation largely is 
because of President C arter’s energy 
package, 
which 
includes 
tax 
in­ 
centives for homeowners who ade­ 
quately insulate their homes, builders 
said. 
A RUSH OF’ homeowners to buy ex­ 
tra insulation, plus increased use of 
insulation in new homes, has put an 
extra load on m anufacturers, builders 
said. 
“ M anufacturers didn’t plan for all 
this, and therefore the delays,” said 
Everett Wilson, president of Wilson 
Enterprises Inc., 1950 P ratt Blvd., Elk 
Grove Village. 
Wilson Enterprises is a distributor 
of building m aterials. 
“ It is very severe,” Wilson said. 
“One of the main suppliers (of in­ 
sulation), Johns-Manville (of Denver, 
Colo.), is on strike. But even if they 
weren’t, there still probably wouldn’t 
be enough.” 
Kennedy said builders also are hav­ 
ing difficulty obtaining appliances, 
bricks, colored plumbing fixtures, oak 
flooring, specialty wood for windows 
and doors, and ceram ic tiles. 
A SHORTAGE of dry wall is ex­ 
pected by August I, according to the 
home builders association. 
Ralph Harwood Sr., of the Northern 
Illinois Construction Co., Northbrook, 
said fuel shortages have crippled the 
brick-making industry. 
“ It used to take two to three weeks 
to get brick deliveries,” Harwood 


said. “ Now it takes six to eight weeks, 
and the price keeps going up.” 
In addition to carpenters, brickla­ 
yers, plumbers and operating engi­ 
neers also are in short supply, said 
Stanley Niew, executive vice presi­ 
dent of the Residential Employers 
Council of Chicago. 
“ During the three-year period that 
home building was depressed, any­ 
where from 2 OOO to 2,500 carpenters 
left the industry because they couldn’t 
get work. 
“ Then, because last winter’s hard 
freeze made it impossible to get build­ 
ing started as early as it should, there 
was a demand for workers to make 
up lost tim e,” Niew said. 
NIEW SAID in one instance, a 
builder needed 60 carpenters, but 
could find only 35. He said another 
needed 30, but could find only IO. 
Kobylski said Levitt has experi­ 
enced up to a m onth’s delay between 
the time a home’s concrete foundation 
is poured and the time carpenters fi­ 
nally start work on the site. 
The present housing boom contrasts 
sharply with the construction industry 
18 months ago, when unemployment 
among tradesm en hovered between 12 
and 15 per cent.

Frank Miles, spokesman for the 
Assn. of Home Appliance Manufac­ 
turers in Chicago, said shipments of 
appliances in June 1977 topped orders 
for June 1976 by 22 per cent. He said 
figures for the first half of 1977 
showed an 8.7 per cent increase in 
purchases more than the first half of 
1976.

Regulations contradict themselves 


NEW YORK — If we ever needed a 
new symbol for the modern Ameri­ 
can government, we might try elimi­ 
nating the eagle and replacing him 
with tw’o do-gooders tripping over 
each other. 


As President Carter commendably 
has 
recognized, 
bureaucratic 
con­ 
fusion is the way of the world in 
Washington. Energy regulations con­ 
flict 
with 
environmental 
require­ 
ments, for example, and even within 
a specific area separate fiefdoms 
emerge. Take pollution: Remove con­ 
tam inants from the air or water, as 
ordered, and you wind up with solid 
wastes. What do you do with them? 
Well, th at’s the problem of another 
governmental office entirely. Sorry 
about that. 
It’s no wonder that m any American 
businessmen have begun to share in 
the national neurosis of paranoia. No 
m atter how hard they try to comply 
with the burgeoning federal, state and 
municipal regulations in such areas 
as the environment and job safety, 
they wind up confused by conflicting 
requirements, and despised by the 
general public, which tells pollsters 
that it perceives industry as a major 
threat to its health and welfare. 


WELL, BUSINESSMEN just could 
sit around and feel sorry for them­ 
selves — or they could try to do some­ 
thing about all this. One industry 
spokesman 
who prefers the latter

course has told me that he thinks it's 
time for a “third party” to resolve the 
differences 
between

with regulating it. 
Jackson B. Browning, who directs 
health, safety and environmental af­ 
fairs for the Union Carbide Corp., fa­ 
vors creation of what he calls “a blue- 
ribbon commission to give over-all 
perspective to the regulation 
prob­ 
lem .” 
And 
if 
government 
doesn't 
act 
quickly to set up such a commission, 
Browning

should take the first step. “ To this 
end,” he said, “ my company is will­ 
ing — right now — to commit our­ 
selves to fiscal participation in estab­ 
lishing a grant to be administered by 
an independent academic study group 
or foundation. The end result of the 
project should be the kind of in­ 
tegrated approach to environmental 
policy so desperately needed by our 
nation.” 
CRITICS WILL, of course, accuse 
Union Carbide of grandstanding — 


and some may wonder whether the 
company is not just plotting an end 
run around governmental regulation. 
Browning pleads innocent, and argues 
further that his proposal is not antigo­ 
vernment. 
“ I think it is time to drop the ad­ 
versary postures with which govern­ 
ment and business have been ap­ 
proaching one another,” he said. “ Our 
national problems are too large, too 
long-range 
and 
too 
complex, 
the 
crises are too imminent and the ef­ 
fects on our population too deep to 
prolong the battle of wills and en­ 
trenched positions. 
“ It is time for business in general, 
and our industry in particular, to 
make available, candidly, the infor­ 
mation that is needed for government 
agencies to develop reasonable regu­ 
lations. It is tim e for us to accept the 
need for regulation as a m atter of 
course, like taxation, and to do our 
part to make that regulation sound 
and beneficial.” 
WELL, 
I’M NOT sure 
that 
all 
American businessmen are as ready 
as 
Browning 
willingly 
to 
replace 
“death and taxes” with “ regulation 


and taxes,” but there is certainly 
m erit in his appraisal of current reali­ 
ties. More fragile, perhaps, is his 
hope that if business proves more 
forthcoming and cooperative, “ gov­ 
ernment then has the obligation to 
drop its suspicious tone toward busi­ 
ness.” 
What is undeniable is that business­ 
men have not effectively explained to 
the public that all benefits involve 
costs — and that the national policy 
bookkeeping should be double-entry, 
and informed. Plainly, nobody really 
gains from a bureaucratic maze of 
outdated laws, conflicting regulations 
and unexamined consequences. 
Senator Jacob Javits, R-N.Y., in­ 
troduced a bill last year to deal with 
this problem, another Congressional- 
sponsored 
report 
demanded 
clari­ 
fication of our national growth policy, 
and President Carter clearly w:ants to 
do some m assive streamlining of his 
own. But scant action has been taken, 
so Browning deserves at least half a 
cheer from the real “third parties’’ — 
you and me — who ere waiting, and 
paying, in the wings.

“You 
try to fit in a living, working environ­ 
ment where you can eliminate the 
need to drive to work and shopping 
areas.” 
The concept works well on a small 
scale, Walsh adds. He believes that 
future developments, which require 
substantial capital investment, will be 
launched with partners such as major 
insurance companies providing a big 


chunk of the financing, however. 
Financing is a key to future com­ 
mercial development in the Northwest 
suburban market, Walsh continued. 
Although the first two Walden office 
buildings are fully occupied, and the

Worth of overpaid execs attacked 


WASHINGTON — Last year, Henry 
Ford II, chairman, and Lee A. Ia- 
cocca, president, each earned $970,000 
for their services to the Ford Motor 
Co. Close behind were Harold Geneen, 
chairman of the International Tele­ 
phone and Telegraph Co., who was 
paid $846,398, and David J. Mahoney, 
of the Norton Simon conglomerate, 
who took home a total of $844,000 with 
the help of a $444,000 bonus. 


There are too many presidents or 
board chairmen who earned 
any­ 
where from $300,000 to $600,000 to list 
here. The question that arises is: are 
Ford, Iacocca, Geneen, Mahoney and 
their counterparts in other corporate 
board rooms worth that much money 
in a single 12-month period? 


John C. Baker, a former president 
of Ohio University and expert on cor­ 
porate affairs, has written a fascinat­ 
ing article in the July-August Harvard 
Business Review. He makes the case 
that the reward system for top execu­ 
tives “has gotten out of hand.” 
IT IS TRUE, to be sure, that extra- 
high salaries also are paid to numer­ 
ous stars in the sports and entertain­ 
ment world. O.J. Simpson’s pro foot­ 
ball salary (forget the auto-rental 
commercial) is $700,000. The New 
York Yankees reportedly are paying 
Reggie Jackson $620,000 a year for 
four years and Catfish Hunter $750,000 
a year for five years. 
But at least, these are salaries that 
individuals won as a result of out­ 
standing performance that put them 
ahead of the pack. Baker’s devas­ 
tating comment on corporate execu­ 
tive salaries is that “senior manage­ 
ment echelon” has the major say in 
determining its own rewrards.

This makes them “vulnerable to the 
charge” that they are wasting corpo­ 
rate funds, and in the process, mak­ 
ing of themselves “the present-day 
royalty.” He contends, and I think 
with validity, that public suspicion 
about business is deepened by the ex­ 


cessive salaries and bonuses top exec­ 
utives assign to themselves. 
Baker doesn’t object to good and 
substantial pay for top executives, or 
fringe-benefit plans that cover large 
groups of employees, including the top 
dogs. He’s attacking the notion that 
fat payments to executives provide a 
motivation that is converted 
into 
greater company earnings. A study he 
made of 42 growth companies doesn’t 
show- that bonus-paying firms out­ 
perform nonbonus-paying companies. 
Baker argues that public concern 
over corporate compensation may be 
“a more subtle’’ cause for mistrust of 
corporate society than charges of 


bribery, political payola and monopo­ 
ly. 
Stockholders can’t do much more 
than make a lot of noise. Baker calls 
on boards of directors to take a more 
active role in setting the scales for top 
pay. Another possibility, he suggests, 
might be for a corporation to set up a 
“salary committee,” chaired by an 
outsider, to make recommendations 
for changed practices. 
Opinion-makers 
in

business 
community, who pretend to be bewil­ 
dered by general public distrust of 
business 
and 
businessmen, 
should 
take Baker’s advice seriously.

Bank trust aliens freedom in nills

to our children. What do you think of 
money-market funds?

Something appears to be missing in 
your proposal. The Tax Reform Act of 
1976 changed the amount of an estate 
that can be transferred tax free at a 
first death and permits a higher ma­ 
rital deduction. You should first make 
sure your current wills reflect these 
changes. Second, if you set up a trust, 
a trustee can be empowered to direct 
the investment of assets for the bene­ 
fit of the surviving spouse. You can 
direct in your will how the money is 
to be invested in a money-market 
fund perhaps. Whether a bank or 
someone else is the trustee, a well- 
drawn will should leave some freedom 
of action to act because a person can 
foresee the future only murkily and

A credit union, as you suggest, is 
one place to accumulate cash for a 
dowm payment on a house. Or, since 
you w’ould appear to know’ the timing 
of your husband’s completion of his 
degree within certain limits, buy cer­ 
tificates of deposit for that time for a 
slightly better gain. You will need an 
established credit rating to finance 
the purchase of your house w’hen 
you’re ready. Borrowing from a bank,

POSTSCRIPT 
In Moneywise for Feb. 23, 1977, the 
requirement for filing an income tax 
return if income exceeds $750 applies 
only if married couples file separate­ 
ly. A couple both over 65, as in the 
example, need not file a return unless 
income, earned and unearned, totals 
$5,100 or more. A surviving widow or 
widower meeting certain conditions 
need not file if income is less than 
$3,600. Singles over 65 need not file if 
income is less than $3,200.

a dream come true for Sid Stone, who brought 
a touch of his native German home to Wisconsin 


by Clarisse Ritter 


Sid Stone arrived in America in 1928 
with $25 in his pocket and the ability to 
speak English. At 16 he had left behind 
his family and friends and the comfortable 
environment of a small German town where 
he lived above his father’s store. 


More than 40 years later, Stone again 
walks the red brick streets of a typical 
European village with its outdoor cafe and 
flower gardens. Stone is home — not in 
Germany, but in America — living in a 
community that existed only in his mind 
for almost half a century. 


Home is Stonecroft, an Old World shop­ 
ping village near Grafton, Wis., 20 miles 
north of Milwaukee on County Road C .( 
Looking out over the wheat fields of Wis­ 
consin just off Lake Michigan is Stonecroft. 
Here a group of shopkeepers and artists 
have established a community and environ­ 
ment unknown to most Americans. 


Walking the only street in Stonecroft takes 
the visitor on a fairy tale trip amid charac­ 
teristic stores. There are red brick streets 
and flower gardens . . . neatly weeded flower 
gardens. There are baskets of flowers hang­ 
ing everywhere. Refinished church pews and 
wrought iron benches are placed along the 
one-block path for the weary shopper. 


On Sundays, bands play in the gazebo and 
the community takes on a distinct European 
flavor. 


“ The Europe I remember is gone,” Stone 
said matter-of-factlv, fingering his glass of 
beer and casting his eyes upward. “ In the 
small- or medium-size cities throughout 
the country though, you can still find that 
appeal. That is what I concentrated on in 
Stonecroft.” 


And the shopkeepers in Stonecroft seem to 
agree that Stone has captured that appeal. 


For some, their lives have changed dras­ 


tically since buying a piece of Stonecroft 
and moving in. To have a shop in Stonecroft, 
an artist or merchant must buy his store 
and live in the apartment above it. “ I 
don't want to be a landlord,” Stone said. 
• 
“ This is a treasured life. Stonecroft has 
offered an entirely new way of life. The 
pressures of the times have changed here. 
This is a combination of making a living and 
living.” Stonecrofts patriarch observed 
after four years in his new Old World home. 


As Stone talks about his community and 
its artists, a mixture of paternal love and 
concern spills forth. “ I want the shopkeepers 
to be happy here. If someone is unhappy, 
I d help them leave. There is a great 
unity here. That helps make it special.” 


Perhaps Stone's concern for those in his 
community stems from their faith in him 
and his idea. “ Many bought this out of my

“I am in the habit of going to sea whenever I begin to grow hazy about the 
eyes, and to be overconscious of my lungs.” — Herman Melville, “Moby Dick.” 
Melville was on to something. He may have escaped to a whaling ship in the 
Atlantic instead of a Fiberglas sloop in Lake Michigan, but his prescription is just 
as valid today in Chicago as it was in Massachusetts, circa 1851. 
For once you negotiate the traffic jam s on Lake Shore Drive and the tangle of 
boats in Monroe Harbor, you forget about exhaust fumes and ozone advisories. 
You’re sailing. 
The fun starts the moment your tennis shoes squeak onto the deck of the 
31-foot sloop. Endeavor. Owned by the Chicago branch of the American Youth 
Hostels, the boat gets a heavy workout from mid-May through October. But the 
pleasures of hoisting the mainsail and taking a turn at the tiller aren’t limited to 
AYH members: any landlubber or wizened old salt can come aboard to learn the 
basics, test familiar skills, or just lean back and enjoy the view. 
Non-members can plunk down $5.50 and join the Endeavor crew for a Wednes­ 


day evening sail from 7:30 to IO. For $8.50, you can heave ho at 8 a.m . on a 
Saturday or Sunday and return at 3 p.m. the same day. And for those with 
wanderlust, weekend trips to such exotic ports of call as Michigan City, St. Joe 
and Door County are offered from $45 to $65. 
And then, there are Wednesday afternoons. According to veteran AYH skipper 
Herb Pinzke, the Endeavor’s mid-week cruise attracts everyone from bronzed 
high school teachers on vacation to Michigan Avenue executives playing hooky 
for a day. It’s easy to see why. 
To a sailor who grew up with Sunfishes on a quiet Wisconsin lake, that first 
foray onto Lake Michigan was an undeniable thrill. I would have been impressed 
even if the weather offered no more than a drizzly overcast and a dead calm. 
But there’s something magical about the combination of a stiff northwesterly, 
cloudless sky and a view of the Chicago skyline that’s unhampered by the weekend 
crush of sailboats and cabincruisers. It’s sailing at its best, and $6.50 is a small 
price to pay. 


Sailors are an odd bunch. United 
by a fascination for spinnakers and 
broad reaches, they run the gamut 
from adventuresome secretaries 
to leather-faced fishermen. Herb 
Pinzke, perhaps, is typical of many. 
Head of his own Chicago graphic 
design studio and a resident of 
Harbor Point (He can see the 
Endeavor moored in Monroe 
Harbor from his window ), Pinzke 
is out on the water three or four 
times a week as one of about 150 
AYH skippers. He doesn't talk much, 
and w hen he does, it s liable to be a 
short command on the order of 
“tighten that starboard cleat.” 
But Pinzke doesn’t need words. His 
worn leather glove (protection 
against rope burn on a fast run), 
easy-fitting corduroys and 
sw et-soaked bandanna attest to his 
professionalism and sheer love of 
the sport. And when he remarks 
that “it seems every seventh wave 
is bigger than the ones before it,” 
you know he’s probably right.

As vacationing businessman John Bly 
discovered, a leisurely sail up and down 
Chicago’s shoreline isn’t always relaxing. 
An AYH crew member comes along to 
handle the mechanics of coming about and 
approaching the harbor, but everyone is 
encouraged to help with the outhaul or lend 
a hand below deck when the Endeavor is 
back at her mooring. 
Although a few would-be sailors grow 
bored after the first 15 minutes (“some of 
them bring along books and forget they’re 
on a boat,” says Pinzke), most passengers 
take advantage of the chance to play old salt 
for a couple of hours. After all, few could do 
it on their own: a sloop like the Endeavor 
boasts a price tag of $20,000. 
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Seventh-grader Patty Shanahan of Evanston 
sees her first sail as an afternoon of adventure, 
not an escape from RTA tax hikes and too much 
overtime. But sailing is both. 
It’s also the joy of feelin 
an offshore breeze 
fill the sails and lift your hair. The fun of trailing 
a hook and sinker in the wake, fully aware that you 
won t catch anything, but too relaxed to care. The 
smell of alewives and a musty cabin, and the 
recognition that it beats a cab in the Loop by a long shot. 


Ifs a thermos of coffee shared with strangers on 
a hot afternoon: the mesmerizing effect of watching 
the bow dip in and out of white-capped swells. No 
wonder the Endeavor s passengers seemed to smile 
in unison that day. 


So you like roller coasters? You'll love sailing 
— if you have a gut of iron or a duffel bag 
stocked with dramamine. Of course, you won’t 
always have to deal with these 15-20 m p h. 
breezes. Sometimes ifs worse, says skipper Herb 
Pinzke ... like the time a sudden thunderstorm 
caught the Endeavor a few miles offshore with 
several novices on board After Pinzke lowered 
the sail and one lady lost her lunch, skipper 
and crew managed to limp through the 
50 m p h. gusts intact. But Pinzke is the first 
to admit he wouldn’t w ait that kind of high 
seas excitement again.

The special effects are the 
thing, but the old-fashioned broad performing and story­ 
telling add to the enjoyment. (G). 
“ New York, New York” — He is a selfish saxophone play­ 
er, she is a bright young singer in the big band era immediate­ 
ly following World War II. It is an ill-fated love story but 
director Martin Scorcese rarely allows the jazz-driven pace 
to falter. Great performances by Robert De Niro and Liza 
Minnelli among cardboard sets and golden glows that evote 
the fashions and mood of the 1940s. ★ ★ ★ 
“Star W ars” — Director George Lucas (American Graf­ 
fiti” ) pulled out all stops in mounting this space fantasy 


about intergalactic warfare, and the dazzling filmmaking, 
technical wizardry and rousing adventure make for one of 
the most spectacular entertainm ents of this or any other 
year. Not a heavy, heady “2001” trip, it aims to entertain, 
and the sky is the limit. (PG). * * ★ ★ 


“ Sorcerer” — Big, colorful, but impersonal suspense 
thriller about four outcasts trucking nitroglycerine through a 
South American jungle. Roy Scheider gives a strong perform­ 
ance, the visual effects are vividly convincing, and the ten­ 
sion groans to hair-raising proportions. But director William 
Friedkin forgets to clearly unravel the story as he manipu­ 
lates your pulse. (PG). ★ ★

mind when there was nothing but my descrip­ 
tion and a piece of paper,” he said 


Whether the motivation was that of trust 
in Sid Stone and his idea, or whether just 
simple good business (“ We have a modest 
tax rate and can depreciate our homes 
because of the business,” Stone said.) the 
concept ot Stonecroft appears to be working 
and working well. 


“Each year we improve in business and we 
have a lot of fun.” Stone said. “ Next. I want 
to build a live theater We can't miss if we 
make a cultural contribution to the entire 
Milwaukee area. If the budget is within our 
reach, we ll have a live theater I look to 
the future of Stonecroft, not the present 
We ll meet the challenge I like this idea of 
a cultural contribution to the area I can feel 
it in the air Things are happening ” 


Things are happening, in part, because of 
the community and the people who live in it. 
The backgrounds of the artists and shop­ 
keepers vary widely. 


Joe Stuekerjuergen, owner of Majo Arts, is 
a retired mink heeder. He and his wife, 
Mae, sell original oil paintings by Stucker- 
erjuergen He also paints on consignment 


Veronica and Eileen Burns own Art Ltd. 
Both are teachers who invested in Stonecroft 
because of the lifestyle it offered Art Ltd 
offers original handcrafted custom art ob­ 
jects and gifts including macrame and 
stitchery Oil painting restoration and clean­ 
ing is also available at their store 


Charlie House, owner of Nature House, is 
a retired newspaper reporter. His is a new 
kind of shop in which everything is natural 
including art objects made of stones and 
bones. Neighboring shopkeepers say the 


greatest thing offered at Nature House is a 
talk with Charlie, who knows “just about 
everything.” 


The June Bug Shop, owned by .lune and 
George Greasby, specializes in antiques and 
handcrafted gifts. June said she came to 
Stonecroft because Sid Stone was her neigh 
bor in Whitefish Bay. a Milwaukee suburb 
“When I heard about his idea I thought, 
'wouldn’t that be fun .” 
June sports a mischievous grin when she 
tells visitors she has no special artistic 
skill “ I sell on consignment and handle the 
merchandise of about 200 craftsmen," she 
said. Except for imported soap and antiques, 
every item sold in her store is handcrafted 
including crocheted bedspreads and gingham 
sunbonnets. 


Stonecroft also features three special 
import stores. Caravanserai is an outlet 
of imports from Turkey and the Middle 
East. Husfliden sells Scandinav ian imports 
and Steels of Stonecroft is an outlet for 
Oriental imports 


Also at the picturesque shopping village is 
Bells and Music Boxes, a tinkling shop 
dealing exclusively in bells and music boxes 
from around the world. The Old World 
community also is home for The Bookshop 
of Stonecroft, Sail ’N Hail. a model ship 
builder’s dream, a flower store, a jewelry 
shop, a photography studio, a wood special­ 
ists shop and the Wooden Nob. featuring 
antique and primitive furniture. Dorothy 
Rinehart, owner of the W ooden Nob. proudly 
observed, “ I probably have it to sell be­ 
cause you threw it away." 


One of Stonecroft’s most unique shops is 
Rue-Mahj Cnlimited 
A virtual treasure 
chest of items, the owners. Rosemary and 
George Honshuw , joke about the rummage 
available in their browser's paradise Rose­ 
mary, however, is a doll collector and 


speaks maternally about her “ babies 
George buys and repairs antique clocks and 
watches to sell at Rue-Mahj. So bountiful 
is their supply of merchandise that is has 
spilled out into the garage making a trip 
through the store a real adventure for the 
bargain hunter. 


Coming to Stonecroft this summer is a w me 
and cheese store and a crepe restaurant 


The only three other stores at Stonecroft, 
Bobo's Clocktower Restaurant. The Gallery 
Candy Shop and Jacquelyn’s have a special 
place in Sid Stone s heart 


Jacquelyn's is a boutique billed “ for to 
day s active, curious and adventurous 
woman. 
It is owned by Stone’s daughter 
in law. Jacquelyn. 


Hobo s Clocktower Restaurant is owned 
and operated by Stone s son. Bobo. and 
his w ife. Ann 


Stone chuckles when 
h e talks

Hobo s. The restaurant has an easy atmos 
phere with an outdoor cafe, especially 
popular with shoppers There is entertain 
merit at the restaurant from ll 30 a iii

a m on Fridays and Saturdays 


Bobo’s is a place a weary husband can 
find solace and a drink to calm his nerves 
while his wife combs through Stonecroft s 
shops 
Bobo's is a place tor “ pleasant

Towering high atop Bobo's is tho clock 
tower The four-sided face of the clock was 
saved from destruction when the Schlitz 
Brewing Co . decided to destroy an old 
building in Milwaukee 


Stone spotted tin* clock as workers were 
preparing to tear down the plant He called 
the beer company's executives, made a r­ 
rangements to spare the clocktower and to­ 
day it greets visitors to Stonecroft 


The Gallery Candy Shop is Sid and Shanah 
Stone s shop They have combined their 
special skills and interests into one store.

It would be easy to devote the entire two 
weeks to Hong Kong, so diversified are its 
attractions Multi-faceted Hong Kong, more 
over, takes a few days getting used to. 


Away from your air conditioned, plushlv- 
appointed hotel retreat, your senses are 
assaulted —- absolutely overwhelmed 
bv 
the stream s of motor traffic, the glut of 
Chinese signs and the swarm s of humanity 
jam m ing the streets Seas of people, includ­ 
ing whole families, flood the sidewalks, 
chattering away in a strange tongue New 
construction everywhere adds to the noise 
level 
Exploding with life, Hong Kong is 
one gigantic Chinatown, or an Oriental 
version of New York City, 


'Ibis high-powered tempo, along with the 
variety of sights and shopping opportunities, 
can leave the first time visitor reeling, 
fearing he doesn t have enough time, enough 
money nor enough film to experience the 
riches of Hong Kong — a photographer’s 
delight. 


I overheard one American tourist telling 
his partner: "No m atter what I try to take 
a picture of around here, someone gets in 
my w ay.” 


His friend responded: “ Ah, th a ts the 


true picture of Hang Kong 
p**op!e gat 
ting in your way. ’ 


Besides all the taxis, tram s and double- 
decker buses, you ll see an occasional rick­ 
shaw. a dying mode ot transport What a 
great picture, though, to convince friends 
that "Old ('hula survives." So. when I 
spotted a sprinting rickshaw driver pulling 
a local man down the street. I chased him 
nearly a mile until I got tired of jostling 
people and gave up That s Hong Kong for 
you (Try taking a picture of a parked rick­ 
shaw driver and you'll I** angrily shooed 
away.) 


To absorb the complexity of this British 
crown colony neighboring the southernmost 
tip of the People's Republic of China, you 
must begin with small chopstick-tills. Then. 
the more you get under its skin, the more 
exciting it becomes. 


For relief from the urban bustle of the 
main island and the Kowloon peninsula 
location of the new hotel district across the 
harbor), seek out the peace and quiet of 
Hung Kong's deluxe hotels and restaurants, 
outer islands and picturesque farmlands 
Or lose yourself shopping 
in gleaming 
hotel arcades, multi level shopping malls 
and simple street markets. 


Though Hong Kong has not escaped world­ 
wide inflation, bargains still abound and the 
selection is vast. You can save a bundle 
on duty-free radios, cam eras and watches 
Made-to-order suits <$90 for a three-piece 
English wool suit and Chinese antiques and 
handicrafts are other good buys. In the 


stores which specialize in China imports, 
you can get porcelain, scrolls, bamboo wall 
hangings, silks, linens and woven baskets, 
not to mention canned Chinese foods and 
beverages, all at modest prices For less 
than $40, I bought an abacus, some scrolls, 
panda knick-knacks, lambskin rugs, b am ­ 
boo leal wine, toy junks and more 


Some visitors literally spend half their 
waking hours in Hong Kong shopping ~ it s 
the superm arket ot the Orient 
Jewelry 
accounts for 20 per cent of the average tour­ 
ist s shopping expenditures. Since few shops 
accept American credit cards, bring plenty 
of cash. 


'Hie ladies can easily kill a morning haggling 
with vendors at the C anton Road Jade Mar­ 
ket. where the sidewalks are choked with 
tourists, local shoppers and wholesalers 
inspecting 
jade 
necklaces, 
bracelets, 
brooches and chunks of the1 uncut green stone 


For Old Ghina flavor, check out the narrow 
"L adder Streets" that wind up the hillside 
on the island's commercial district. Here 
you ll see people eating and cooking on the 
street, chickens hopping around, meat and 
poultry hanging from hooks and some pretty 
cram ped conditions The people here seem 
to live centuries apart from the shiny 
high rise apartm ents that punctuate the 
skyline. 


For a birdseye view of Hong Kong street 
life. take a tram ride and peek into stores and 
workshops 
To get a glimpse of upper 
floor homes, grab a seat on the top level 
hut watch out for the low ceiling. You pay

through a fascinating slice of Hung Kong 


Since Hong Kong is British, m any people 
speak English and signs are bilingual. On 
ferries and tram s it says “ Bew are of pick­ 
pockets.” Don’t be surprised to find your­ 
self am bling down a Queen’s Road or Queen 
Victoria Street Cosmopolitan Dong Kong 
also has its A m erican side — m ore than 
twenty M cDonald’s ham burger outlets 


You'll find m any hotels of international 
standard, especially on the Kowloon side 
They serve A m erican as well as C hinese 
dishes. In hotel coffee shops you can have 
your bacon and eggs or pancakes and syrup 
for breakfast and a cheeseburger for lunch 
Of course, most visitors want to eat Chinese 
food. but if you can’t handle chopsticks, a 
knife and fork are always there. Only one 
m an in our group refused to even try chop 


sticks, but he alw ays got m ore food than I 
did because I was so slow' in snaring my 
share from the fam ily-style spreads. 


The ratio of hotel staff to guests is g reater 
than in most other parts of the world 
Service is snappy and personal. It s startling 
to walk down a hall and confront a bellm an 
who chirps. “ Good morning. Sir ” 


The sparkling Sheraton, less than three 
years old but already a landm ark, has 
bullet-shaped glass elevators that slide up 
the exterior wall and inside the atrium lobby. 
The 922 lavish rooms come with private 
bath, radio and color television 
Singles 
range from $27 to $48; doubles run $34 to 
$53; and suites start at $80 The Star Ferry 
to the island is just five m inutes away 
Other top hotels in tile vicinity are the 
Holiday Inn, Hyatt Regency and Peninsula 


This hotel and entertainm ent district, 
called Tsim Sha Tsui, glows with the red 
neon Chinese ch aracters on the nightclub 
m arquees and the bare light bulbs that 
illum inate sidewalk shops and food stalls 
Supper clubs and topless joints abound 
W estern rock m usic blares into the streets. 


and bar girls grab m ale passersby, purring.

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America’s search for roots 
is boosting foreign travel 


Call it “Roots Fever.” 


Blame it on last year's Bicentennial. Or 
just see it as part of the growing interest in 
one's identity and family history — an in­ 
terest that's skyrocketed so in the past few 
years that some experts now’ call genealogy 
the nation's No. 3 hobby, after stamp and 
coin collecting. 


In greater numbers than ever before, 
native-born 
Americans 
are 
traveling 
abroad to visit the “old country” they've 
never seen. Americans of the second, third 
and even tenth generation are combining 
foreign travel w ith amatuer genealogy. Not 
content simply to tour ruins and museums, 
cathedrals and castles, they are poring over 
ancient church records and walking narrow- 
old-world streets in search of their ancestral 
roots in Germany, England, Italy, Japan, 
Africa, South America. 


The travel industry isn't ignoring this in­ 
terest in “ the other homeland.” Pan Ameri­ 
can World Airways, for example, is in the 
midst of an advertising campaign encour­ 
aging people to “ discover the second heri­ 
tage that most Americans have.” This 
spring, the airline printed more than 200.000 
copies of a “second heritage” brochure for 
free distribution by its own ticket offices and 
some 9.000 travel agents. The brochure 
offers tips on starting a genealogy search 
and a short list of beginner's guide books. So 
popular has the giveaway been that Pan Am 
is getting set for a second printing. ( The bro­ 
chure is also available free by mail from 
Pan Am's Heritage, P.O. Box 200, Brooklyn, 
NY. 11232) 


Abroad, British genealogists are being 
visited by a rising number of Americans 
seeking help in family research — so much 
so that Debrett’s, a 200-year-old London re­ 
search company and genealogical publish­ 
er, has just established an office in New’ 
York. According to Frank Sypher, who is 
directing the new American headquarters, 
Debrett's plans to link up with travel organi­ 
zations and arrange personalized genealogi­ 
cal itineraries for Americans of British 
ancestry. 


Before you fly off on a roots-finding trip 
overseas, however, it's important to do your 
homework. 


First, methodically ask all of the older 
generation of your family about their par­ 
ents and grandparents, noting names, birth 
and death dates, hometowns and marriages. 


Next, move to written records in the fami­ 


ly's possession. You may be surprised by 
the informal “archives*’ you can uncover: a 
family Bible, diaries, scrapbooks and photo 
albums, boxes of letters, wills, address 
books. The luggage tag on an old trunk may 
tell the year the family moved from one city 
to another. 


Then investigate outside sources: church 
registries, town clerk's offices, tombstone 
markings, old newspapers and city direc­ 
tories in the local library. You may want to 
consult genealogical collections, such as 
those operated by the Mormon Church. The 
main Mormon library is in Salt Lake City, 
but there are more than 2(H) regional 
branches with access to the central collec­ 
tion. (The church's files are not limited to 
Mormons, and anyone may use the libraries 
free. Mormon churches are listed in tele­ 
phone directories under “Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-Day Saints.” ) 


Everywhere, search for facts about jobs, 
hobbies and other bits of information as well 
as the basic names and dates. You may 
learn that a grandfather's grandmother was 
of royal blood; or you may uncover a horse 
thief in the family line. Be prepared to 
accept both kinds of information. 


Aim to double-check as many facts as you 
can Memories — and even written records 
— can be faulty. 


Sooner or later, you w ill reach an ancestor 
who came here from a foreign land. At this 
point, the federal government's National 
Archives in Washington. D C. can be very 
helpful: there, you can check not only 
census and county birth records back to 
1790, and military records of the 18th and 
19th centuries, but passenger lists for ships 
entering U.S. ports for many years of peak 
immigration. A regional branch of the Na­ 
tional Archives is found in Chicago. 


With help from guidebooks or a local gene­ 
alogical society, you can begin writing to 
foreign city and church offices to learn what 
records you may hope to find on your visit. 
Often it w ill be helpful to contact a genealog­ 
ical society in or near the town; for a small 
fee you should be able to hire an English- 
speaking researcher who can guide you 
through the paperwork as well as the streets 
of your own personal "old country.” 


You may find the family house of two 
centuries ago still standing. Vou may find 
the family plot in a long filled cemetery. Or, 
finding only roadblocks in your research, 
you may have to be satisfied with roaming 
the streets once walked by someone who 
helped make you w hat you are. 


Algoma has a variety 
of summer attractions 


Algoma, Wis., on the shore of Lake Mich­ 
igan, has been one of the main ports for 
Great Lake’s fishermen, but travelers to this 
area of the state now have an interesting 
variety of activities on land to choose from, 
too. 


The attractions in Algoma, a village of 
4,000 in Kewaunee County (just south of the 
Door County peninsula) include a surprising 
“ living museum’’ dedicated to the Great 
Lakes: a German-heritage winery; a nearby 
state bicycle trail; an historic railroad; a 
charming doll museum with a population of 
“little people” nearly the size of Algoma; 
and several fine gift shops. 


The museum is the Living Lakes Expos­ 
ition on the Algoma lakefront just a bit north 
of the harbor entrance. It features displays 
of commercial fishing gear, a tour aboard 
an early 1930s fishing boat with on board 
narration and films of the boat’s history and 
the techniques of the commercial fisherman, 
and displays of hundreds of artifacts sal­ 
vaged from ships which sank in the Great 
Lakes from the mid 1850s and later. 


But the museum also incorporates sophis­ 
ticated electronic presentations which keep 
visitors intrigued and wondering what type

of display they will see next. An animated, 
3-D talking figure of Dick Harris, a veteran 
and well known fishery and wildlife official, 
welcomes visitors to the museum, and later 
in the tour another full-size, animated figure 
of “Gordon Quill” — a traditional Great 
Lakes fisherman — chats amiably about the 
history of the lakes. 


There are also displays to warm the hearts 
of modern sport fishermen with a display of 
mounted Great I^rkes fish, several of them 
past or current national and state record 
holders, and exhibits of sports fishing, water 
quality, marine safety, and fish preparation 
and cooking. 
Some of the historic displays include a 
double steering wheel recovered from the 
wreck of the St. Albans which went down in 
1881, table settings, locks, sailor’s pocket 
knives and rigging equipment from other 
wrecks.

On the same grounds as the exposition is 
Mrs. Gray’s Dolls Museum with more than 


3.2 (H ) “ residents” from various nations, 
historical eras, and constructed of a variety 
of materials. 


Wandering through Mrs. Gray's collection 
one sees old favorites such as Raggedy Ann 
& Andy, Gibson girls, the Fisk Tire boy, 
Davy Crockett, a teddy bear or two, delicate 
china dolls, little sailors in Navy blue outfits. 
Honest Abe, a grinning Teddy Roosevelt, 
Santa Claus, and, of course, kewpie dolls. 


A short distance across the Algoma chan­ 
nel is the venerable von Stiehl winery where 
tours are free Operated by Dr. C W. Stiehl, 
the w inery is the oldest in Wisconsin, and is 
located in the former Ahnapee Brewery 
building which, until a hops blight in 1880, 
brewed beer. The product now is wine — 
dry and sweet apple and cherry wines — 
which may be leisurely sampled in a dig­ 
nified tasting room with cherry wood tables 
and art objects from the Fra neo-Prussian 
war era The underground fermenting rooms, 
with thick walls and archways, hold the 
large vats, and are as fascinating as the 
explanations by the guides on the creation 
of one of mankind’s most ancient libations. 


The departure point for taking a ride on 
an old railroad coach to the village of Casco 
Junction is right in Algoma, alongside the 
.Ahnapee River The engine pulling the coach 
is an Ingersoll Rand diesel, an interesting 
change from the traditional steam locomo­ 
tives on most historic railroads. The train 
ride winds through some of eastern Wiscon­ 
sin's most pleasant, rural country, and can 
provide children and adults with a glimpse 
of travel before the interstate system and 
excellent secondary road systems were com­ 
monplace. 


The Ahnapee Trail is one leg of the Wiscon­ 
sin Bikeway. The state began purchasing 
abandoned railway right-of-way a few years 
ago and converting them into bike trails. 
By removing the tracks and ties, rebuilding 
the wooden bridges, and laying down a 
rideable surface of crushed gravel, the state 
created superior bike trails unrivaled across 
the nation. The Ahnapee Trail (Algoma was 
originally known as Ahnapee) provides fif­ 
teen excellent biking miles, or good terrain 
for hikers and bird watchers, too. 


Algoma is located on state highway 42 
about 110 miles north of Milwaukee. It s 
about a 4 hour drive from the Northwest 
suburbs.

Tourism in Kansas is getting 
a date for your ugh sister 


Kansas, the breadbasket of the country, is 
having problems attracting tourists. 


An $80,000 study indicates many people, 
including residents, don't think much of the 
state except how they can travel through it 
as quickly as possible. 


“Drab was a word used by several respon­ 
dents.” the firm of Welling, Minton & Van- 
derslice Inc. of Tulsa. Okla., said in a sum­ 
mary of its Kansas Tourism Report. 


“ Kansas is seen as a pass-through state 
by most,” the report said. “ Prior visits by 
many have consisted of getting from one 
border to the other as quickly as possible, en 
route to Colorado. Missouri or further 
points.” 


Even Kansans don’t think much of the 
state, the consutants said. 


Larry Montgomery, director of research 
and publications for the Kansas Department 
of Economic Development, outlined the 
findings of the $80.(XX) study conducted un­ 
der the sponsorship of the Ozark Regional 


Commission. 
“ It s sort of like, how' do you get a date for 
an ugly sister?” Montgomery said. 


He said at one time, Alaska Airlines used 
the advertising slogan, “After you’ve seen 
Alaska, the rest looks like Kansas.” 


The consultants said many persons have 
an outright negative image of Kansas, w hile 
others have no image at all and no desire to 
visit the state. 


Montgomery said 40 million persons trav­ 
el through Kansas each year and half of 
them are potential tourists. He said the 
state’s image should be improved immedi­ 
ately to capitalize on those already passing 
through the state, rather than attempting to 
snare visitors from outlying states. 


He said the report estimated that if tour­ 
ists could be enticed to stay in Kansas for 
three days and spend $45 a day, the state’s 
revenue would increase more than $80 mil­ 
lion a year. 3,500 new jobs would be created 
and tax revenue would jump $25 million.* c f d

Laurence E. Morehouse is a cheerful 
revolutionary. He enjoys what he is doing 
and he wants everyone else to enjoy what 
they're doing. 


That, deep down, is the reason he and col­ 
laborator Leonard Gross 
have written 
“ M axim um 
Perform ance” 
(Simon 
and 
Schuster, $8.95), a book that is NOT, he 
says, a sequel to “ Total Fitness in 30 Min­ 
utes a Week.” 


“ Total Fitness” was written for laym en 
applying the fitness and conditioning tech­ 
niques that Morehouse, a physiologist and 
professor of kinesiology at the University of 
California at Los Angeles, had developed 
over the years. 


That first book, he said, was inspired by 
his reading of other popular fitness books. 
“ I had been doing technical writing for 
years and I had a sense that the basic princi­ 
ples w ere pretty well understood, but I 
w rote for the public because everything that 
was being w ritten for the public was almost 
all wrong.” 


“ Total Fitness” departed from the tradi­ 
tional (for popular fitness books at least) 
idea that to be fit a person had to meet speci­ 
fic, external goals based on a num ber of 
push-ups or miles jogged. Instead, in the 
total fitness program , the individual used 
his or her own pulse rate to gauge their ef­ 
fort and chooses their own level of fitness, 
from m inimum to m aximum. 


Morehouse, a tall, slim elfin m an who 
looks younger than 64, delights in the reac­ 
tion the first book, which has been printed in 
thirteen languages, received. “ I got a nat­ 
ural reaction from the jocks who basically 
said there is no way anyone could get as fit 
as they w ere in 30 minutes a week — which 
is true, but that w asn’t what I was talking 
about. They never read my book, but then I 
don't worry about critics who never read the 
book,” he says. 
Morehouse is quick to explain that “ Maxi­ 
m um P erform ance” is not even on the sam e 
subject as “ Total Fitness.” “ Fitness is not 
perform ance. You can be super strong and 
have super endurance and not be a good per­ 
form er,” he says. “ You can be an excellent 
perform er and still be shortchanged on your 
fitness so you poop out fast.” 


In addition, he says, “ health is different 
from either fitness or performance. I had a 
friend who had lung cancer who was sche­ 
duled to go into the hospital. He and I went 
swimming and he wanted to race. Well, he 


got ahead of me and I never did catch him. 
You'd have to say he wasn’t healthy — two 
weeks later he was dead — but he was fit 
and he could perform .” 


In “ M aximum Perform ance,” Morehouse 
spends some time dealing with specific 
training methods to improve performance 
in .specific sports and also talks about how* 
to judge the quality of sports coaching you 
are receiving. But much of the book is only 
peripherally related to sport and with good 
reason. 


“ I would defy anyone to pick up this book 
and read a page and not have it change the 
w ay you do something,” he says. “ The book 
will interfere with the way you are doing 
almost everything.” 


E veryday performance, particularly per­ 
form ance in an office setting, occupies 
much of Morehouse’s book. And “ time and 
motion*’ experts and contoured chairs come 
in for particular scorn. 


“ Having everything convenient in an of­ 


fice, so you don't have to move to get some­ 
thing. is inhuman. It destroys you,” he says. 
“ The blood pools in the lower parts of your 
body away from the brain and you get stu 
pid The time and motion experts who re 
dueed everything to a minimum of motior 
didn't have m an in mind.” 


To counteract such “ stupidity” induced 
by a sedentary office setting, Morehouse ad 
vocates counter-measures such as the mini­ 
break (“ at least every half hour you should 
stand up and take a break for a few 
seconds” ), the non-business lunch and the 
standup conference (“ try standing near the 
front edge of your desk. In all likelihood the 
discussion will be over in five minutes, with 
as much accomplished as would have beer 
had you sunk into chairs for a twenty minute 
conference” ). 


The bad thing about contoured chairs — 
like convenient offices — is that they make a 
person sit still. “ You are only comfortable 
in one position.” In the book, he presents his 
design for a perfect chair — arm s just short 
enough not to get in the way, support for the 
low er back and room to w iggle around. 


There are other hints •— and exercises — 
in “ Maximum Perform ance” which relate 
to what Morehouse describes as his lifelong 
passion: how to do things better. “ I’ve al­ 
ways thought it was obscene to take more 
time than needed to do something,” he says. 


And that leads him to an attack on one of 
the most sacred of all principles in most 
“ fitness” literature and indeed in society in 
general — the principle that worthwhile 
accomplishments are the result of struggle. 


“ The myth that has turned people off is 
the misconception that with physical train 
ing it has to get harder and harder. T hat’s 
not true. All you have to do is m ake a com 
m itm ent in term s of tim e and the amount ol 
exertion you want to give and you can go £ 
trem endous way because the farther you gel 
with training, the more you do with the 
sam e am ount of effort.” 


In addition, Morehouse says, struggle 
and the resulting tension positively inter­ 
feres with good performance. “ The key tc 
perform ance is not power. It's relaxation — 
Jetting yourself do it. Struggle does not 
enhance perform ance.” 


The problem, he says, is that society 
respects those who w ork too hard, not those 
w ho accomplish much w ith little effort. “ It’s 
almost as if people are saying ‘if daddy 
doesn't have a heart attack, w hat’s wrong

Sure treasure in guide to the money game 


WINNING WITH MONEY: A GUIDE FOR 
YOUR FUTURE by Beryl W. Sprinkel and 
Robert J. Genetski (Dow Jones Irwin, $10.95).

Everything you always wanted to know 
about money, and more. T hat’s what read­ 
ers will find in “ Winning With Money: A 
Guide for Your Future.” 
T here’s just no simple way to explain the 
shenanignas of the U.S. m onetary system. 
But authors Sprinkel and Genetski give it 
their best shot. 
And as a reward for wading through their 
money mechanics introduction, the economists 
dish up some advice for people who want to 
get ahead of the gam e in their investment 
strategies. 
“ Whatever lies ahead, the serious investor 


must closely monitor current and future 
economic trends and the government policies 
that will influence those trends,” Sprinkel 
and Genetski advise. “ The best way is to 
follow closely what political leaders say and 
do and to anticipate the influence that their 
moves w ill have on basic economic forces.” 
Many of the politicans’ “solutions” for the 
nation’s economic ills include a fast-paced 
boost in the U.S. money supply. This in turn 
will have an adverse impact on many citizens, 
the authors warn. 
Sprinkel and Genetski are well qualified 
to sift through money and personal invest­ 
ment trends. Sprinkel is an executive vice 
president and economist at Chicago’s Harris 
Bank. Genetski also is an economist, and he 
heads the bank’s economic research section. 
Inflation creates winners and losers, a c ­ 


cording to the “ Winning With Money” au­ 
thors. This increase in the general price 
level brings a redistribution of income and 
the value of various assets. The lineup of 
winners include workers with job mobility, 
government tax collectors, debtors and ow n­ 
ers of real property. 
Develop a consistent savings plan as early 
in life as possible, Sprinkel and Genetski 
advise potential investors. Before you can 
play the money game, you must have the 
necessary assets. 
Next, look for types of income and assets 
which should perform well in an inflationary 
economy, the authors say. Don’t put all your 
eggs in one or two baskets, but note that 
your house is probably the single best invest­ 
ment you're likely to make. A combination 
of common stocks and short term fixed in­ 


come securities is recomended. 
Beware of get rich-quick schemes, Genet­ 
ski and Sprinkel warn. Although they favor 
the steady, relatively risk free investments, 
the prospect of fast-track gains may be ap­ 
pealing to those who are willing to take 
greater risks. 
An ideal time for holding stocks is during 
a period of monetary expansion, slowing in­ 
flation, decreasing interest rates and rising 
corporate profits, Sprinkel and Genetski 
counsel. 
And 
conversely, 
stockholdings 
should be trim m ed when monetary growth 
drops, interest rates rise and profits decline. 
Sprinkel and Genetski offer no promises 
of sure-fire riches to investors. Their sug­ 
gestions about monitoring business and 
government trends can help investors come 
out winners in the money game. 


Perform at your peak — ifs easy 


Men who make war, what war makes of men 


THE UNMAKING OF A PRESIDENT by 
Herbert Y. Schandler (Princeton University 
Press, $16 50)

The publishers call Herbert Y. Schandler’s 
“The Unmaking of a President” a “second 
generation” study of the Vietnam War, but 
even the passage of time has not dulled the 
vivid memories of this great American 
debacle. 
Benefitting from the passage of time, the 
work of other authors and his own first hand 
experience in the Johnson administration, 
Schandler is able to avoid the emotionalism 
that gripped many authors who rushed to tell 
some segment of the Vietnam saga before 
or just after the end. 


The author skillfully blends his own De­ 
partment of Defense experience with the 
writings of others and personal interviews 
with many who were the prime shapers of 
U.S. strategy during the course of the war to 
present an even handed analysis of the de­ 
liberations within the White House, the Pent­ 
agon and the field headquarters in Vietnam. 


But even the balanced treatment seems to 
draw the reader to the side of those govern­ 
ment officials who questioned the viability 
of the Southeast Asian war and the rationale 
behind the never-ending troop build-ups. 


The author also does a good job of showing 
the role of the political decisions that led up 
to the decision by the late President Lyndon 
B. Johnson not to seek reelection in 1968 and 
how the reasoning affected the conduct of the 
war. 


If there is a shortcoming it might be the 
professorial approach taken by Schandler, 
who now works as a national defense spe­ 
cialist in the congressional research section 
of the Library of Congress. The viewpoint 
of the government decision-makers is im­ 
portant, but it lacks any real attention to the 


growing citizen disenchantment with the 
war. 


Schandler mentions the student protests 
and the sharp slide by Johnson in the popu­ 
larity polls, but this approach does not give 
full value to the impact these developments 
had on the administration. 


There might be some value in this failing, 
however, because it does give a clear in­ 
dication of the vacuum in which the govern­ 
ment leaders functioned during the years 
when the number of Americans fighting and 
dying in Vietnam grew by staggering pro­ 
portions. 


However, Schandler does relate how John­ 
son. belatedly learning the divisions within 
the country, comes to the conclusion that 
the nation’s war strategy must be junked and 
America’s battlefield commanders told they 
no longer had a blank check for men and 
material. 


“The Unmaking of a President” is a book 
that actually turns little new ground in terms 
of public enlightment on the Vietnam War, 
but it does correlate many of the already 
known developments into a readable account 
of the Washington decision making. 


It also very clearly shows how Johnson 
and his top advisers, who supposedly had the 
keenest minds and most detailed intelligence, 
consistently guessed wrong at nearly every 
turn. 


The book does little to salve the con­ 
sciences of those who made the blunders, but 
it does stand as additional evidence for any 
who dare to involve this nation in another 
“ limited” no-win conflagration that serves 
only to divide families and bankrupt the 
national treasury. 


Herbert Y. Schandler has not written a 
mystery; he has successfully written about 
a very sad moment in this nation's history. 


A R I MOR OF W AR by Philip Caputo (Holt, 
Rinehart and Winston, $10)

Philip Caputo joined the Marines in 1960, 
“ partly because I got swept up in the patri­ 
otic tide of the Kennedy era but mostly be­ 
cause I was sick of the safe, suburban exist­ 
ence I had know n most of my life” in nearby 
Westchester. 
He survived the rigors of training and. in 
1964, was commissioned as a second lieu­ 
tenant and sent to Okinawa to assume his 
first command. 
After resigning himself to the boredom 
and routine on “ the Rock” he learned of an 
exciting possibility. It was rumored that his 
company might be sent to guard an Ameri­ 
can airbase in a remote Asian country 
called Vietnam. 
In the twelve years since Caputo landed in 
Danang with the first Americans to fight in 
Vietnam, a war was fought and lost, along 
with thousands of American lives. Caputo, 
now a reporter for the Chicago Tribune, has 
recorded his story of the bloody conflict in 
“A Rumor of War*” 
Caputo’s book stands out from the pleth­ 
ora of Vietnam postscripts with a vivid, 
gripping narrative of a Marine’s daily life in 
the jungles and camps. 
It is a story of boredom, shattered by sud­ 
den ambush by an unseen enemy. The 
Marines struggle as much against the brutal 
climate as against the Vietcong. 
But above all, it is a story of young men 
and the cam araderie of war. The Marines 
ate together, slept in the same monsoon- 
soaked foxholes, drank together and finally 
died together. 
Caputo details his 16 months in Vietnam, 
starting w ith “The Splendid Little W a r” and 
ending with “ In Death’s Grey Land.” These 
section headings capture Caputo’s change 
from a confident soldier to a doubting 
dissenter. 


After his first field command. Caputo was 
made “ Officer in Charge of the Dead” as he 
called it. His job was to take calls from com­ 
panies and maintain files on American 
casualties. 
% 
Caputo’s descriptions of this grisly task 
are the most vivid and moving chapters in 
the book. 
After a few months on that job, he re­ 
quested assignment back to front line ac­ 
tion. The Vietcong had grow n stronger, but 
Caputo had changed also 
He had begun to hate the enemy, and 
became almost casual about killing. His 
hate culminated in his neglect of an encoun­ 
ter that resulted in the deaths of two inno­ 
cent South Vietnamese. 
Caputo was court martialed for the inci­ 
dent. but was found innocent and sent back 
to the United States. 
The book ends with an epilogue about the 
fall of Saigon in 1975. Caputo had returned to 
Vietnam as a correspondent for the Tribune, 
and was among the last Americans to leave 
the doomed city. 
“ A Rumor of War” has a message for 
Americans of all ages. To those too young to 
have been involved in the conflict, the waste 
of life and property is vividly recounted. 
To Americans involved in the war, Caputo 
serves as an eloquent spokesman for the 
era. protesting against its injustices. 
For older Americans, the war that many 
of them ignored is finally brought to their 
attention. Caputo shows the difference be­ 
tween the Vietnam jungle fighting and ear­ 
lier wars fought by the older generation. 
Some readers might feel the descriptions 
of violence are overdone and repetitive, but 
Caputo uses them well to pound home his 
theme of w hat the fighting was like. 
Vietnam was a disaster most Americans 
would like to forget. But the voices of men 
like Philip Caputo should be heeded and 
remembered before the next 
Vietnam 
starts.

Oil wells make Denver a rich dude

Denver Pyle is playing a crusty old coot in 
his third television series as Mad Jack in 
“ The Life and Times of Grizzly Adams.” 


White haired and bearded, Pvle is 57 years 
old but established himself on television play­ 
ing men a good deal older in “ Tam m y’* and 
“ The Doris Day Show.’' 


Pyle is a man of many parts and interests. 
He is, among other things, enormously rich 
thanks to his Tri-Island Land and Cattle Co. 


His firm owns nine oil wells in Colorado and 
West Texas and a gas well in Southern Utah. 
All the wells are producing. His company also 
includes a new mining venture in Arizona. 


Pyle has been divorced five years. His sons, 
David, 21, and Tony, 20, are in college. 


Until two years ago the actor-businessman 
rattled around in a spacious San Fernando 
Valley house. Now he lives in a two-bedroom 
apartm ent which doubles as an office and 
workroom. 


The apartm ent reflects the man. It is filled 
with precious antiques, old clocks and rare 
paintings. 


When Pyle sold his home he intended to live 
on his 50-foot power boat which he refinished 
and refurbished himself. But he couldn't 
bring himself to sell or give away his treasured 
belongings. 


The cost of storing so m any objects was 
prohibitive. So Pyle rented the apartm ent 


originally as an inexpensive place to store his 
things. The apartm ent became so comfor­ 
table he sold the boat and became a land­ 
lubber. 
Among the antiques is a 300 vear-old Thai 
chair which he says took three generations to 
carve. His paintings include a Matisse, some 
Lionel Barrymore etchings and the works of a 
Japanese artist. His favorite is a portrait of 
himself at 22 done by his painter brother. 
He owns a dozen old Seth Thomas clocks 
which he keeps in tiptop repair. Currently he 
is fixing four others that have been sent to 
him by people from various parts of the 
country. 


Every room of his apartm ent is filled with 
books. He has one of the most complete pri­ 
vate libraries of reference and research 
books dealing w ith the oil industry. 


Three shelves in his fully equipped kitchen 
are laden with cookbooks. Pyle is a truly ex­ 
pert am ateur chef. He is noted for his beef 
stew, with a special tang provided by the ad­ 
dition of chorizo, a Mexican sausage. 


On special occasions he makes a steak 
Wellington — the best steak available wrapped 
in dough and baked w ith shallots and pate. 


Pyle is a lady’s man of note. He dates a 
variety of attractive women. “ I usually take 
them out to dinner,” he says, “or bring them 
home and cook for them — depending on the 
stage of our relationships.” 


When Pyle isn’t otherwise occupied, he’s 
out tinkering around with his collection of 


vintage automobiles. 


He owns a 1955 Bentley classic, a Lotus 
Cortina race car, a 1949 “woody” Ford station 
wagon and currently is converting a 1973 
Volkswagen into a 1938 Ford by adding and 
subtracting chassis and body parts. He does 
all the work himself. 


The NBC-TV series is filmed entirely on lo­ 
cation in and around Park City, Utah, and 
Payson. Ariz.. from September until January. 
When the show is in production he works from 
dawn until nightfall. 


During hiatus. Pyle travels the southwest 
on his business enterprises and works at his 
various hobbies. If acting jobs come up, so 
much the better. 


Pyle is in excellent physical condition. 
But he isn t tied dow n to any exercise schedule. 


Instead, he spends 20 days at a time work­ 
ing as a crew member of a commercial fish­ 
ing boat off the coast of Mexico, another dawn 
till dusk job. 


“ I do that to keep my body in shape and my 
brains cleared up.” he says. “ Besides that. I 
get seven per cent of the catch. It s a 70-foot 
gill-netter w ith a crew of four. 


“ Ifs great to be w ith people who don’t care 
about television or want to talk about show. 
business.” 


When Pyle is in Los Angeles his sons come 
to visit almost every weekend. They head for 
the ocean where the young men surf while 
their father fishes from the beach, pulling in
